Talking Tapit with Ron Winchell 


N O Stallion is hotter than Tapit. The 
14-year-old son of Pulpit led aU 
sires in 2014, producing champion 
3-year-old filly Untapable, Belmont Stakes 
winner TonaHst and graded stakes winners 
Tapiture, Ring Weekend, Coup de Grace 
and Constitution in one crop. 

Owned by Winchell Thoroughbreds, 
Tapit won three of six starts when trained 
in Maryland by Michael Dickinson. Tapit 
stands at Gainesway Farm in Lexington, 
but win spread his influence to the Mid- 
Atlantic region this year as three of his 
sons begin their stallion careers. 

Grade 3 stakes-winning sprinter 
Bandbox stands at Northview Stallion 
Station in Maryland. Tritap, who won 
two races and finished second in the 
Grade 2 San Fernando for Winchell 
Thoroughbreds, begins his career at 
Heritage Stalhons in Maryland. WinchiU, a 
Pennsylvania-bred stakes winner, stands at 
Pointer Farm in Pennsylvania. 

Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbreds Sean Clancy 
talked to owner Ron Winchell about Tapit 
and his influence. 

MAT: What has it been like for you 
to watch Tapitis success as a stalHon? 

Vt^inchclll Watching Tapit go from 
a yearhng to a very talented racehorse to 
the top of the stalhon rankings is hard 
to describe. My family has been involved 
in horse racing and breeding since I was 
born. Growing up I always admired the 
top racehorses and stallions. You dream 
about horses hke that. So, being part of 
Tapitis legacy is just simply a fortunate 
honor. 

MAT: Do you remember your 
thoughts/goals when he went to stud? 
How does this compare? 

W^inchelll Being in the horse 
business you have to dream big. When 
Tapit went to stud I thought big things 
could happen. Could happen and actually 
happening are usually two different 
realities. We were initially concerned he 
wouldn’t get enough mares in his third 
season. When his first foals hit the sales, 
that concern quickly evaporated. When 
his first crop hit the racetrack we had 
hoped Tapit would be in the top three 
of the first-crop sires list. After his first 
crop season, he smashed the first-crop 


sire earnings record. That was a welcomed 
surprise and a precursor into his future. 

MAT: Tapit broke his maiden 
at Delaware Park and won the Laurel 
Futurity, describe those wins and your 
thoughts when they happened. 

Vt^inchclll Tapit’s maiden win for 
me was confirmation of ability. He was 
always a very highly regarded 2-year-old, 
so the expectations of winning were 
there. Tapir’s Laurel Futurity win was the 
moment of reah 2 ation that he had serious 
talent. For me, it was an impressive 
example of raw talent. I was at Laurel 
that day watching it and when he turned 
for home he was completely boxed in. He 
literally wanted to run over horses in front 
of him to get to the lead. To this day I still 
get chills watching the replay. 

MATl Tapit will have three sons 
standing in the region, what are your 
thoughts as far as him as a sire of sires? 

VJ^inchcll. Obviously time can 
only tell how Tapit will do as a sire of 
sires. However, I think he has a few 
advantages when you look back into his 
family. He has a great sire-producing 
female line coupled with his Pulpit/A.P. 
Indy/Seattle Slew side. He seems to have 
all the ingredients to make it happen. 

MAT: You owned Tritap, describe 
him as a racehorse, his potential as a 
stallion and the decision to stand him in 
Maryland. 

Winchell: Tritap was a very highly 
regarded racehorse that never had the 
oppormnity to realize his full potential. I 
always thought he was one of the coolest 
looking racehorses with incredible gray 
markings. Because his race career was 
cut short due to injury, Maryland seemed 
to be the best opportunity for him as a 
stallion. 

We always thought highly of his 
stallion potential and therefore I would’ve 
preferred to retain a 50-percent interest 
in him. Unfortunately the economics of 
the deal did not work out that way and we 
retain no interest in him going forward. 
However, I do look forward to seeing his 
offspring and believe in his potential as a 
stallion.

A.P. INDY 
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Clancy wins Eclipse Award for writing 


M id-Atlantic Thoroughbred editor Joe Clancy won the 2014 

Eclipse Award for news writing for his article ‘^Horse of 
a Lifetime/’ covering the 2014 Preakness Stakes, which 
appeared in the July 2014 edition of the magazine. 

“Horse of a Lifetime” focused on the connections of 
California Chrome, in particular trainer Art Sherman, their 
march through the Triple Crown and victory in the Preakness 
two weeks after taking the Kentucky Derby Clancy talked to 
Sherman in the days leading up to the race for insight and 
background, and walked to the paddock with the 77-year-old 
trainer as he reacted to Pimhco’s enthusiastic racing fans before 
the race. 

The full story can be seen in the July edition and online at 
midatlantictb.com, but began with: 

Art Sherman walked up the slope from the Pimlico 
Race Course stable area to the track and thought about six 
decades in racing, the van rides, the nights sleeping in the 
straw, the wins, the losses, the work, the worry. Somehow 
alone amidst the NBC cameras and assorted hoopla of 
Baltimore’s rite of spring, he thought about his father’s 
barbershop, his family. Mesh Tenney, Swaps, riding races in 
the cold at Bowie. 

Then he spoke his mind. 

“I never thought of this. I was just training my horses 
and hoping I’d get lucky someday.” 

A regular contributor to Maryland Horse and Mid-Atlantic 
Thoroughbred since 1992, Clancy became editor of Mid-Atlantic 
Thoroughbred in 2012. 

“The Eclipse Award means a great deal to anyone in racing, 
whether it’s an owner, trainer, jockey, breeder or a writer,” said 
Clancy. “It’s an honor to accept it on behalf of a lot of people 


who have helped me along the way. For the magazine, it’s proof 
that a small, dedicated staff can create great journalism. None 
of it happens without the people we have on the staff or the 
commitment from the Maryland Horse Breeders Association to 
pubhsh a print magazine.” 

Clancy’s first Echpse is the fifth earned by a Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association publication, three for writing and two for 
photography. In 1996, Don Chppinger won for magazine writing 
for “Focusing on the Big Picture: How TV Relates to Racing,” 
and in 2008, Vinnie Perrone took the feature writing category for 
“Recalling Clem Florio’s Matchless Gift for Life.” Both articles 
appeared in Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred. 

Photography awards were won by Cindy Pierson Dulay for 
her photo of a leaping Stephan’s Angel at Pimlico in 2004, which 
appeared in Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred, and by Skip Ball in 1979 for 
his photograph of Spectacular Bid winning the Kenmcky Derby, 
pubhshed in Maryland Horse. 

In addition to Clancy’s Echpse, Baltimore-based freelancer 
John Scheinman won the 2014 feature category for his article 
on the hfe and death of Maryland trainer Dickie Small which 
appeared on bloodhorse.com May 12, 2014. 

Daily Racing Form's Barbara Livingston won the photography 
award for her rainy shot of Tapiture working at Churchill 
Downs. It was a record third photography Echpse for 
Livingston. NBC television won two Echpses for hve racing 
and features, while The Blood-Horse won in the audio/multimedia 
category. 

The awards, along with Thoroughbred racing’s official 
championships and Horse of the Year crown, were presented 
Jan. 17 at Gulfstream Park Racing & Casino in Hallandale Beach, 
Fla.

Died: At 32, steeplechase Grade 1 winner Double Bill who 
was featured as a Pensioner on Parade in the August edition of 
Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred. Bred in Florida, the chesmut gelding 
raced for owners Frank and Ann Loving and trainer Jonathan 
Sheppard and died on the Loving’s farm in North Carolina Jan. 
2. As a racehorse, the son of Nodouble and the High Echelon 
mare Queens Way won 15 times and earned $476,826. In 1989 
and 1990, he won back-to-back runnings of the New York Turf 
Writers Cup at Saratoga. 


Looking back, ahead

O ne old-timer got his million, took his goat, and went home. Another ran one of 
the best races of his career to conclude his 8-year-old season and figures to be 
back at it again in 2015. 

Yet a third reappeared in the entries after a five-month hiatus and a steady stream 
of fast works. His connections hope he’ll be able to hold Father Time at bay for 
another season. 

One thing for which racing fans ought to be thankful (even if the horses 
themselves may not be) is that horsemen still geld horses. Unable to breed, geldings 
can do what racehorses are supposed to do-namely, race-as long as their bodies and 
minds and hearts will let them. Long enough, for example, to develop fan foUowings. 

And, indeed, despite the hand-wringing and gnashing of teeth over the annual 
flight of the 3-year-olds from the racing scene, we’re living in a pretty good age for 
old geldings. Nationally, we’ve had the pleasure of watching the great Wise Dan and 
recently retired Game On Dude tear up track. 

And it doesn’t look bad regionally, either. 

Over Thanksgiving weekend, the beloved Ben’s Cat capped his 8-year-old season 
with a dominant performance in the Fabulous Strike Handicap at Penn National. 

That win, his fourth of the season, pushed his career earnings north of $2.3 million 
and might have been one of the best efforts of his career for owner/trainer/breeder 
King Leatherbury. 

In December, in the final race of his career at age 8, Eighttofasttocatch authored 
a dominant victory in the Jennings Handicap-his fourth in that event, breaking a 
tie atop the leaderboard with the great Little Bold John, another gelded star of a 
different era. That allowed “Catcher,” the Tim Keefe trainee, to surpass $1 miUion in 
earnings before heading off, along with best buddy Gigi the goat, to become an event 
horse. 

And then in January, the long strange trip of Immortal Eyes-sold last spring 
after the passing of owner Bobby Abbo to David Jacobson-came full circle when he 
made his first start for new connections in Charles Town’s Winter Handicap. Meet the 
new boss, same as the old boss: he’s been reunited with trainer Damon Dilodovico, 
for whom he did his best running in a career in which he’s earned more than 
$1.1 million. 

Laurel Park threw a retirement ceremony for Eighttofasttocatch following his 
Jennings win. Similar events probably aren’t too far in the future for Ben or Immortal. 
But not yet. 

Back in April, after Ben’s Cat had registered his fifth win the Mister Diz Stakes at 
Pimlico, a reflective Leatherbury mused, “This horse is a super horse, and I hope I 
really appreciate him like I should. He’s so special.” 

And maybe that’s the pleasure of an old gelding: they give us so many chances to 
appreciate them, so many chances to get it right.

‘‘Northern Flair was Grand 
Champion at the MHBA Yearling 
Show in 1996/’ said Chris Boniface, 
Kevin’s wife. “I galloped and 
groomed her. We took her to 
Saratoga for her first start and she 
I dwelt in the gate. But she won a 
I couple of races for us and she’s still 
I here.” 

The mare had difficulty getting 
in foal until Kevin and owner 
Richard Granville decided to send her to Lear Fan in Kenmcky 
in 2001. On April 9, 2002, Learning was born at Bonita Farm. 

“We have a wonderful owner in Dick Granville who is so 
patient,” Kevin said. “He says ‘Don’t run them until they’re 
ready.’” 

Kevin was sure Learning was ready for a maiden special 
weight on the turf at Pimlico in May 2005. The trainer was right. 
Learning won by nearly 4 lengths under Richard Monterrey, 
but it had taken some serious salesmanship to get the jock on 
his horse. Kevin called Monterrey’s agent J.D Brown and told 
him the first-time starter was worth riding. Brown wavered, 
preferring to take the caU on a Lael Stables runner for Michael 
Mat 2 sure to be the heavy favorite. 

“Dsten, you want to ride my horse,” Kevin told the agent. 

“OK, rU go with ya. . . but I think I’m crazy for doing that,” 
J.D. rephed. 


B onita Farm has always been a family affair. The sprawling 
Harford County training center is the homestead of the 
Boniface family, three generations of which are deeply 
rooted in the Maryland Thoroughbred industry. 

As any member of the clan will tell you, the current Bonita is 
“The house that Deputed Testamony built.” The 1983 Preakness 
Stakes and Haskell Invitational winner-a homebred-bankrolled 
the purchase of the Darlington property and lived there until his 
death at the ripe age of 32 in 2012. 

These days, the roUing pastures are stiU populated by 
homebreds with long-estabhshed Bonita Farm bloodhnes. And 
Learning, the barn pony, comes from one of the best. 

Now arctic white at 13, the son of Lear Fan was produced 
from Northern Flair, a daughter of Caveat and the Northern 
Jove mare Northern Sting. A Maryland Broodmare of the Year, 
Northern Sting was a multiple stakes winner and also the dam 
of Northern Flair’s full-siblings Ops Smile and Icy Warning, in 


addition to 2000 Maryland Million 
Classic winner Testing. 

“Ops Smile was an important 
one for us,” said Kevin Boniface, 
of the Grade 1 winner. Running 
for owners Schipke/Warfield/Karp, 
Ops Smile was trained throughout 
his career by Kevin’s father Bill and 
earned $785,246 over five seasons 
before retiring to stud. 

Icy Warning began her career 
under the tutelage of Bill Boniface 
for breeder RyehiU Farm but later 
carried the colors of Team Valor 
International to two stakes wins 
and multiple graded stakes-placings 
with Mark Hennig. She won nine 
races and $516,202 in her 51 starts. 
As a broodmare, she has produced 
stakes winners Snow Cone 
(Cryptoclearance) and Devotion 
Unbridled (Unbridled), herself 
the dam of graded stakes winner 
Unbridled Humor. 
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“It was my birthday; we took all the kids to the track and my 
son Fritz ran him,” recalled Kevin. “Learning just went by them, 
opened up and won. I know J.D. made a lot of money that day. 
And I made a lot of money too. It was an awful good day.” 

Sent to Delaware Park a month later for his next start, Kevin 
employed the same tactics when convincing Ramon Dominguez 
to accept the mount. Agent Steve Rushing had another 
opportunity in mind but was swayed to Learning’s side when 
Kevin declared, “Listen Steve, he’s the goods.” 

Right again, as Learning won his first test in allowance 
company. The big gray wasn’t without his quirks, however. 

Before the first start at Pimhco, he threw his head—“That’s a 
Caveat thing,” Chris said emphatically—and nailed Fritz in the 
face. His race charts bear comments like “raced a bit erratically” 
and “was hard to load.” 

But Kevin and Chris point to the Humphrey S. Finney Stakes 
at Pimlico as his finest hour. Three lengths the best of Easy Red, 
Learning had earned black type in just his fourth start-and he’d 
done so in Maryland. 

“It was a pretty cool thing,” Kevin smiled. 

Learning ran for three seasons, always in allowance or stakes 
conditions. When Kevin sensed that the horse was losing interest. 
Learning was retired. Dropping the horse into the claiming ranks 
was not something any of the connections ever considered and, 
as Kevin told Granville, ‘Wou know my wife’s in love with him.” 

When Learning retired as a 5-year-old in 2007, he took his 
record of 19-4-4-1 and $119,570 home to Bonita Farm with him. 
There was never any question that he’d return to his birthplace, 
and Chris already had plans for the gelding-despite the protests 
of her family. 

“The Granvilles love their horses, so they gave him to me 
when he stopped running. He’s a little crazy; nobody ever 
thought he would be a lead pony,” she said. “As a racehorse he 
was tough, and he’s still wild. When he knows it’s time to work, 
he’s good. He foxhunts, he ponies, and we usually go out riding 
on Sundays. He’s a GREAT jumper. But if we go trail riding I 
can’t get him around anybody for the first 30 minutes because if 
he touches noses, he’ll squeal, wheel and strike.” 

Hearing that remark, her brother-in-law John Boniface 
stopped and grinned as he walked past. 

“I galloped him the other day, and I hadn’t galloped a horse in 
a long time,” he said. “I was really sore aU week.” 

John remembers feeling the same way his brother did about 
the young, untried Learning. “And sometimes you want to pat 
yourself on the back when they turn out to be good ones like he 
did.” 

Kevin chimed back in, relaying an incident that had happened 
earher that week when he and Chris were out riding together. 

‘We were out galloping,” he said. “I looked back and Chris 
and Learning were about 30 lengths behind me. We were rolling 
across the fields, rippin’ and roarin’ and I couldn’t hold my horse, 
so I just let him go on. Next thing I knew, Chris was right up 
with me! So he’s still got it.” 

He’s also got a kid brother who has Bonita buzzing. Kevin 
lights up when he talks about Split Rock, a 3-year-old son of 
Not For Love. Chris calls the bay colt “the reason I’m probably 
not going to retire from galloping.” ^

A Rich Life 


N orthbound on 1-95 past the Chesa¬ 
peake House on a cold January 
night, I hstened as my 80-year-old 
father tried to put into words what a horse 
meant to him. Not a racehorse or a prized 
broodmare, a 20-year-old foxhunter who 
died the day before. 

‘‘HI miss jumping big fences and going 
for tides on him but that was slowing 
down anyway. Em really just going to miss 
him. Walking in the barn, opening his door 
and him coming up to see me the way he 
did. rd feed the other horses first, then 
he’d give me that lithe nicker.. 

Aw, man. 

Dad called him ‘‘Rich” because the 
horse came from trainer Richard Trimmer, 
but the nickname became an adjective. 
Rich made everybody hch, and it had noth¬ 
ing to do with money. 

The big, raw, chestnut with one win (a 
$7,500 maiden claimer at Philadelphia Park 
in March 1998) in six starts came to my 
father as a 3-year-old colt. The plan was to 
keep him for a while, improve him, show 
him to some people and sell him. Almost 
17 years later he died at New Bolton 
Center and everybody cried—an example 
of the power of the Thoroughbred. 

Get to know one, really let one in, and 
your hfe wiU change. 


Rich’s real name was Diversified and, 
hke every Thoroughbred ever, he was 
destined for greatness at the beginning. 
Bred in Kentucky by Justice Farm, the 
son of Marquetry and the Broadway Fork 
mare Broadway Carnival sold for $42,000 
as a 2-year-old at OBS in March 1997. He 
must have been some 2-year-old because 
he never really looked all that graceful and 
coordinated. 

Racing for Trimmer and owner Mark 
Salomone, Diversified made his debut at 
Delaware Park that fall-and finished last 
of seven. He broke in the back and stayed 
there, earning a chart comment of “trailed.” 
Three subsequent starts weren’t much bet¬ 
ter and then he somehow won that race at 
Philadelphia. The racing career finished 
where it started, last of seven (at 39-1) at 
Delaware Park in April 1998. This time the 
chart read “bore out turn” and that was 
that. Dad had watched him train and was 
hooked by the big body, the big head, the 
long stride, the huge girth, the potential. 

Back then. Dad scouted, bought and 
sold steeplechase prospects and trained 
a few of his own. Maryland Hunt Cup 
winner Buck Jakes was one and his trainer 
Charhe Fenwick looked at Rich. Fenwick 
told my father the horse was too young. 
So Dad rode him, gelded him, taught him 
to jump, went hunting with Pennsylvania’s 
Cheshire Foxhounds, turned down mas¬ 
sive offers from half the field and became 
as much a part of it all as the hound truck. 

More than once I heard from people 
about “the fence your dad and that horse 
jumped out hunting.” I smiled, and said a 
silent thank you to the horse gods for put¬ 
ting the two of them together. 

Dad and Rich were mainstays in the 
Landhope Farms team race, and were on 
the winning fast-time team in 2013 and 
the winning ideal-time team in 2014. That’s 
how good Rich was. He could do either. 

When he had a barn full of racehors¬ 
es, my father did not play favorites. But 
Rich was different. He belonged to my 
father, only. Along the way. Rich devel¬ 
oped a personality. He was spoked and he 
knew it—not in a bad way, just in a way 
that worked for Rich and any human he 
encountered. He could jump a four-board 


fence. He could also spook at a stick on 
the ground. Both made Dad smke. Of 
course. Dad dealt with typical horse-health 
issues-tender feet, a leg infection that 
woikd stubbornly return, the usual this 
and that. 

Last winter, it was a ligament strain. 
With Rich on the shelf and Dad away for 
a few days. My job was to hand-walk Rich 
for an hour every day. He wore a classic 
white racehorse cooler and a leather halter 
with his name in brass. Dad suggested put¬ 
ting the shank over Rich’s nose, just to be 
safe. So I put the shank over the nose of 
a 19-year-old foxhunter. And we walked, 
up and down the driveway to stay off the 
snow. He’d stop to look at the horses in the 
field, and I could almost hear him tell them 
he had it better. 

''You see mj cooler'^ Ifs clean and smells like 
mod. You see this halter, this shank? This guy 
next to me? He drove all the way up here to see 
me. In an hour, Tm going back in the barn where 
ids warm. The straw is deep. The hay is sweet 
And 1 get a carrot The radio is on. Tm going to 
take a nap.’’ 

I ride sparingly, and not aU that well, but 
because of Rich and Dad got a chance to 
do it again. I usuaUy rode Simon, another 
Thoroughbred, and just foUowed Rich. My 
son Nolan and his pony (and Rich’s good 
buddy) Eddie did the same. We walked, 
trotted, gaUoped, jumped, crossed streams, 
went up and down roads, and connected— 
because of horses, because of Rich. 

Nolan got too big for Eddie. Simon has 
a bad hock. And now Rich is gone. Time, 
time, time. 

The leg infection remrned this winter, 
and the antibiotics nearly beat it but ruined 
the rest of him. 

Rich got sick, was too stoic to show 
it, went to New Bolton because of a 
bad blood count, was given a 10-percent 
chance to make it through the first night, 
made it anyway, bounced back briefly, then 
faltered again. Dad said put him down. 
Hoping to learn something to help other 
horses, the vets did an autopsy. It might 
have been easier if he’d never left the farm, 
if he could have been buried on a hkl, but 
you had to try, right? Right. 

But it’s an empty old barn. ^

really like it down here. Ids different and 
ids definitely a new experience, riding with 
a completely different colony of jockeys 
and trainers. IVe been learning a lot from 
the jockeys and trainers, which is really 
nice because I feel like IVe been improv¬ 
ing as a hder. IVe been really formnate to 
get hooked up with some good trainers 
since IVe been down here. AI Stall has 
been really helpful, and Joe Sharp, as well. 
IVe ridden a little bit for the Stidhams and 
theyVe been really nice to me.

Chatfield-Taylor 

Wayne Chafteld-Tajlor owns and operates 
Morgan's Ford Farm in Front Royal, Va., with 
his wife Susie, serves as president of the Virginia 
Thoroughbred Association and has been a member 
of the VTA board of directors for more than 20 
years. He was actively involved in bringing racing 
to Virginia and watched last year as live racing 
ceased at Colonial Downs. He was also on hand 
for the International Gold Cup program at Great 


Meadow in The Plains and ran homebred Macho 
Uno filly Make Waves in one of the nine pari¬ 
mutuel races on the card. 

Laurel hosting all of our (Virginia-bred) 
stakes last fall, that was a very, very nice 
thing that they did and we appreciate it. 
It also gave us a hft since we were deal¬ 
ing with whether or not we were going 
to have any racing in Virginia. It just 
said ^‘this is a broader market than what 
we’re being offered by Jeff Jacobs and 
Colonial Downs.” When Jacobs turned 
in his hcense in October, we hadn’t lost 
anything. We didn’t lose racing in Virginia. 
He had already not provided racing for us 
as was contracted for the entire year. What 
he did do though is hand in his hcense 
and that to me was a big step. It meant the 
monopoly which we had been under for 17 
years was broken. 

Since then he has proposed something 
to the racing commission because I think 
he’d hke to be able to do something with 
the dead racetrack. He’s proposed those 
six days of premier racing or something 
hke that. We in Virginia welcome his doing 
that. But he’s doing that as a component of 
racing instead of the only ones doing the 
racing in Virginia. 

The Gold Cup has been a betting site 
for the past two years and now that we 
have that, we have a basis for which to 
grow Virginia racing. Virginia racing has 
been going on for 200 years or so through 
these small meets that are aU over the place, 
many are just a small step away from being 
full-fledged betting and racing facihties. 
We’re charting our own future right now 
and it was high time that we took that step. 
The Gold Cup was a huge thing for us to 
build off. It’s pretty good and close to a 


model that will be useful locally, packag¬ 
ing and making things mobile. Betting 
machines, spit box, jumps. Let’s tweak 
the curves on some of these courses, put 
down a little bit different grass in some 
cases, let’s take a step. Kenmcky Downs 
and what we’ve got are not that far apart 
from each other. 

Dennis Drazin 

Dennis Draifn advises the New frsey Thor¬ 
oughbred Horsemen's Association and Darby 
Development, which took over the operation 
of Monmouth Park in 2012. He and Monmouth 
executives are working to introduce exchange 
wagering. Instant Racing and sports and fantasy 
sports betting. They also eye a new ITWfacility, 
have additional off-track wagering in 12 area 
bars and restaurants, are working to develop part 
of the property for non-racing entertainment, and 
hope to get an initiative to expand casino gaming 
into Northern New fersey on the November ballot 

Monmouth Park continues to put on a 
world-class product, notwithstanding the 
fact that we’re the only track in the Mid- 
Atlantic that doesn’t have alternative gam¬ 
ing sources of revenue. We’re hoping to 
make progress in that trend during 2015 
because in order for us to prosper and 
increase our days, which is the ultimate 
objective, we need to get an alternative 
gaming source. Tracks cannot make it 
based upon generated handle anymore. 

We’ve been fighting for quite some time 
now to bring sports betting to New Jersey. 
We appear to be the only track or casino 
willing to pursue the sports betting option 
due to complications that other tracks and 
casinos have with other gaming hcenses. 
We’ve been the leader. 
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Tim Keefe 


In the interim, we intend to launch, 
hopefuUy by baseball season, fantasy sports 
betting. It is real money betting and is not 
illegal. We believe that fantasy sports is a 
way, in addition to our free sports play, to 
give us a new revenue stream and give us 
the ability to attract new fans onsite and 
online. 

Overall, racing has been going through 
difficult times and we have transitioned 
from state ownership to the horsemen’s 
operation and it’s a rosy picmre. We just 
need to be patient. 

Bill Gallo 

Bill Gallo, the National Steeplechase Associa¬ 
tion director of racing, looks ahead to a season 
filled with innovation and change despite challenges 
in the industry. He acknowledges a shortage of 
horses and owners, but is optimistic because of 
some steps taken within the NSA to address the 
problems in advance. 

The NSA board of directors, headed 
by president Guy TorsiHeri, launched a 
Promotion and Growth Task Force to 
analyze and develop a plan for 2015 and 
beyond. That committee, chaired by 
Queens’ Cup race chairman Bill Price, has 
been busy, reviewing surveys of former 
NSA owners as well as active horsemen 
and other stakeholders. From those find¬ 
ings the committee is about to announce 
some unique initiatives aimed at creat¬ 
ing a greater interest and awareness in 
American jump racing, attracting new own¬ 
ers, enhancing the owner experience and 
expanding our scope in the Thoroughbred 
industry. Of course, advertising and pro¬ 
motion are a big part of the plan, but it 
goes far beyond that. 

For 2015 the NSA will initiate a new 
minimum purse level of $15,000 for aU 
hurdle races. That standard, aimed at the 
lowest level of competition, will affect 
more than 20 races during the year and 
result in more than $100,000 in purse 
increases. Just last year the NSA bumped 
the minimum for all maiden special hurdle 
races from $15,000 to $20,000, in a similar 
attempt to fuel purses on the bottom end. 

The Sport of Kings racing series has 
also been reviewed and will feature 2015 
purse increases in the maiden special races 
to $30,000 (or more). That will affect more 
than a dozen races, with four races already 
committed to a $40,000 purse, and add 
another $100,000 to the overall NSA purse 
structure. 

Tim Keefe 

Trainer Tim Keefe, president of the Maryland 
Thoroughbred Horsemen's Association, meets 


weekly with management to discuss issues, prob¬ 
lems, wish lists and many other things on behalf 
of his fellow horsemen. That alone seems like 
progress, but there's more to come in 2015 with 
The Stronach Group's promise of significant 
improvements in Maryland. 

Obviously with what I’ve seen and what 
I know, we’re finally here in Maryland. . . 
the one big word we want to use for this 
year is change. I think there’s going to 
be a lot of change. Their focus is not in 
California, it’s not in Florida, it’s finally 
here. Tim (Ritvo) has been here a month 
now and I meet with him every Monday 
morning to go over stuff Each week I 
meet with him and he’s more gung-ho, 
more enthusiastic, more ^‘Yeah, I really 
think this is going to work, we can make 
huge improvements here.” 

We’re seeing management working with 
us like they’ve never done before. His goal 
isn’t to reduce days. He says, ^^my goal is to 
try to get you to run more days. My goal 
is to get you to put your money where 
the slots are, pension plan, trying to get 
a worker’s comp deal. Instead of paying 
us to run, I want to make it profitable for 
Stronach Group and make you guys run 
more days, with even better purses.” He’s 
here with Sal Sinatra to do that. Those are 
some of the big changes and it’s aU very 
exciting. 

They’re building the barns (at Laurel 
Park) now. That’s something they’ve said 
for I don’t know how long. They’re finally 
doing it. They’ve got the equipment back 
there and they’re working. 

J. Curtis LInnell 

J. Curtis Tinnelfs appointment last August to 
vice president of wagering analysis and operations 
for the Maryland-based Thoroughbred Racing 
Protective Bureau came after a lengthy stint in 
the pari-mutuel industry. The graduate of the 
Universiy of Saskatchewan has been with the 
TRPB for more than 10 years and previously 
worked a variey of positions at Hastings Park 
and Marquis Downs. 

When the Thoroughbred Protective 
Bureau was estabhshed in 1946, pohcing 
wagering activity was fairly straightfor¬ 
ward. The investigation of Bowie Race 
Course’s ‘‘St. Valentine’s Day Massacre” 
race-fixing scandal in 1975 only required 
calling the track’s tote operations to see 
which window sold the ticket, speaking 
to the teller, and identifying the buyer 
to get a quick sense of the who, what, 
where, and how. Then, like now, the why 
is almost always money. Today, less than 
10 percent of a race’s wagering may occur 
on-track, the host tote system is prob- 
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ably in another state and wagers are being 
placed by unknown individuals maybe a 
half-world away 

The horse-racing world of 1946, 1975 
or even 1992 is gone and TRPB not only is 
attempting to keep apace of the business 
but trying to identify trends of where we 
will be in the near future. These trends 
may have a significant impact on racing, 
particularly as they affect TRPB’s mission 
of protecting the integrity of the sport: 

1, The increasing globah 2 ation of horse 
racing and wagering. Foreign races have 
been simulcast to the U.S. for more than 
15 years, but there never has been a greater 
interest in international wagering. More 
than ever, tracks and tote companies in 
every nation want global access and distri¬ 
bution of comingled pools. 

Compheating those shared goals is the 
need to implement protocols addressing 
the critical issues of currency exchanges 
and minimum bet amounts to the more 
daunting task of developing a secure and 
accurate global network of rapid two-way 
data transmission. Racing industries and 
tote providers in Sweden, France, South 
Africa and Hong Kong have been quite 
active in working with North American 
racing to expand comingled wagering 
and pari-mutuel operations in the United 
Kingdom, Austraha, and Singapore and 
participating in discussing international 
tote protocols. 

Professional betting organizations are 
branching out from Pacific markets into 
North American markets as the same apph- 
cation of algorithmic formulas in quant 
models can be successful. Furthermore, a 
growing industry of specialty services and 
tool providers now offers the opportu¬ 
nity to estabhsh high-volume, computer¬ 
ized wagering operations without the great 
expense of time and money in software. 
We are also starting to see interest from 
traders in financial markets in applying 
their algorithmic expertise to international 
wagering oppormnities. 

Globally, there are multiple wagering 
options such as bookmakers and bet¬ 
ting exchanges available to increase the 
opportunity to leverage against pari-mumel 
wagers. 

2. The gravitational pull to elite meets. 
Just as shrinking foal crops are making the 
competition for horses more acute, the 
ability of tracks to provide fuller fields for 
bettors strengthens the position of head¬ 
line tracks and meets. The concentration 
of horse and betting dollars wiU change 
the amount of hquidity in each pool and 
any growing disparity will require different 
types of awareness for each host track. 





TVevor McCarthy 

Not only did Trevor McCarthy sweep riding 
titles during every major Maryland meeting and 
dominate the state's year-round standings in 2014, 
he also landed on the national jockey leaderboard. 
In just his second full year, McCartly won 263 
races, seventh most in North America, and 
his $8,114,303 in earnings ranked 20th. He 
started 2015 on the sidelines because of a wrist 
injury but set loftier goals for the season. 


Last year, I had the 263 wins and $8.1 CtiriS McErlOQfl 

million in purses. So, if I can beat that 
in 2015, that would be one of my goals. 

It just means working even harder than I 
already do, I just have to try and get on the 
best horses and push myself to the limit. 

Fm going to probably do the Maryland, 

PhiUy circuit and Penn National this win¬ 
ter, and this summer Pm going to be doing 
Monmouth and Delaware again. Then in 


3. Major changes in international 
wagering include the easy access to anony¬ 
mous betting exchanges and the explosive 
growth of in-run wagering. The majority 
of sports betting in many locations is of 
the in-run or in-play variety. To date, the 
primary effect of these alternatives has 
been some instances of pool manipulation 
by betting down the odds on the rest of 
the field when the major wager has been 
made through an exchange. The most 
threatening cybercrime, however, is hack¬ 
ing a system with either ransom ware or 
through DDOS (Distributed Denial of 
Service), both of which require hefty pay¬ 
ments, or ‘‘greenmail’’ to the hackers to 
retrieve control of a system. 

4. The separation between “fantasy 
sports” and “sports betting” is becoming 
increasingly blurred and companies wiU 
continue to press the limits of fantasy 
sports. The NBA has acknowledged the 
inevitability of sports wagering and caUed 
for a federal bill to permit it. Innovators 
such as North Dakota’s hcensed service 
provider BetAmerica.com have created a 
mobile platform allowing clients to trans¬ 
fer funds between wallets and Fantasy 
Sports instantly. Although BetAmerica’s 
racing wagers are pari-mutuel and merged 
with host pools, other fantasy horse racing 
games do not pay fees for the races used. 

5. The utilization of big data has been 
the domain of modelers and professional | 
betting teams for years. Now it is a staple ^ 
for TRPB in analyzing wagering activity 
for integrity purposes, tracks to maximize 
revenues derived from their race cards, 
owners and trainers to guide their pur¬ 
chases, and breeders targeting the high-end 
international market.

Chris McErlean 

From Ms post as Penn National Gamines cor¬ 
porate vice president of racing, Chris McErlean 
sees all the issues that affect the gaming and racing 
I compands business. Penn National Gaminfs roots 
8 are in the Mid-Atlantic-the company opened for 
business in 1972 with its flagship Penn National 
Race Course and it also operates Charles Town 
Races. The reach extends far beyond, however, 
with 26 facilities in 16 states and one Canadian 
province. 

Pm very pleased with the progress our 
Thoroughbred tracks have made in estab¬ 
lishing marquee special events. The Charles 
Town Classic is now a legitimate destina¬ 
tion on the dance card for every star in the 
older-horse division; the Penn Mile became 
the first graded stakes at Penn National 
in nearly 15 years; our Houston Ladies 
Classic at Sam Houston is on the cusp of 
graded status and our Zia Park open stakes 
I program has grown immensely in just two 
I years. For a company labeled by some that 
I ‘Hoes not care about racing,” I think our 
team has put forth some excellent events 
on the national racing calendar with strong 
business results. 

Penn National Gaming racetracks oper¬ 
ate over 1,200 live racing events annually 
in 10 jurisdictions, with over 550 hve dates 
scheduled in 2015 within the Mid-Atlantic 
region (Penn National and Charles Town, 
plus harness tracks Freehold Raceway and 
Rosecroft) so we have a unique perspective 
nationally and regionally. In many cases 
the issues and opportunities in the Mid- 
Atlantic mirror the national trends. 

Our focus from a racing perspective is 
to put forth a quality product while trying 
to meet the challenge of making racing a 
reasonable business proposition. This can 
be a challenging simation given continued 
foal-crop dechnes, legislated racing dates, 
different perspectives with racing com¬ 
missions and horsemen, regional competi¬ 
tion on racing schedules, slowing gaming 
demand which had fueled prior growth in 
racing purses, and decreasing margins due 
to operational cost increases, not to men¬ 
tion the continued attrition of the core 
wagering fan. 

While many well intentioned comments 
have been put forth regarding cooperation 


and a need to address these well-known 
strucmral issues facing racing, the reality is 
most actions are being made in a vacuum 
and resulting in more reactive than proac¬ 
tive stances. We are guilty at times in acting 
in this manner. Many decisions to address 
these matters cannot be done unilaterally 
and many more of these issues require a 
movement toward a business model that 
many are not wilting to accept. 

I see marginal change overall in 2015, 
but fear the same issues facing us at the 
start of this year will still be on the agenda 
as we enter 2016. 

Duncan Patterson 

Duncan Patterson jokes that he's now the 
'former chairman" of the Association of Racing 
Commissioners International, but he continues 
to be an industry regulator and enters 2015 as 
chairman of the Delaware Racing Commission. 
Patterson played a hey role in the implementation 
of the uniform medication policies that started in 
the Mid-Atlantic and have spread throughout the 
country. 

Lm pleased with the uniform medica¬ 
tion policy and how that is being enacted 
by the various states. We’re making tremen¬ 
dous progress with that and with multiple 
medication violations. The one thing I’m 
really concerned about are the labs. . . I 
was naive and thought the accreditation 
of the lab ensured the same methodology 
and protocol as far as testing and what has 
become apparent is that is not necessarily 
true. 

When it comes to uniform medica¬ 
tion there are a lot of parts and each is 
so important. Whether it’s enacting the 
uniform medication rule itself, multiple 
medication violations or having an accred¬ 
ited lab, if the accredited labs are not doing 
the same methodology and same protocol, 
we’re not getting the same test results. That 
is problematic. So I’m concerned about 
that. I feel good about the progress we’ve 
made, but I’m concerned about the labs. 

One of the real challenges we have, 
and somebody is going to have to bite the 
bullet on this, is the lack of horses. From 
what I hear and from what I’ve read the 
next two years are going to be really dif¬ 
ficult and there’s got to be some reduction 
in the amount of days and the amount 
of races. At Delaware Park, Maryland 
running against us in August is going 
to exacerbate a real problem. There just 
aren’t enough horses. The commission in 
Maryland understands the problem but as 
you well know the horsemen are perfectly 
happy to run in six-horse fields. But as you 
also well know, six-horse fields really hurt 
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the handle. It goes up dramatically from 
six-, to seven-, to eight-horse fields. 

Mike Pons 

Mike Pons owns and runs Country Life Farm 
and Merryland Training Center in Maryland 
with his brother Josh. Mike is a past president of 
the Maryland Horse Breeders Association and 
Josh serves as the organ fatioFs current president. 
The two were at the helm when two-time Horse 
of the Year Cigar was foaled at Country life in 
1990 and they were responsible for launching the 
successful stud career of Malibu Moon. Country 
Lfe is home tofour stallionsfor the 2015 season- 
Cal Nation, Freedom Child, Friesan Fire and 
newest arrival Super Niney Nine. 

It’s starting to get a lot more fun. 
January 1 the Maryland-bred owner bonus 
went to 30 percent of the horse’s share 
of the purse (for top-three placements) 
and for a guy that has a homebred by 
a (registered) Maryland stallion, he gets 
a 40 percent bonus. You could get a 70 
percent bonus plus the horse’s share of 
the purse if you finish in the top three in 
a race around here. If you win the race 
that’s like nearly 100 percent of the purse. 
It’s pretty exciting stuff that we’ve never 
seen here. We’re behind the curve of New 
York and Pennsylvania but it’s coming. 
Over the years the one thing we lacked was 
dollars, but now that it’s starting to come 
in through the slots subsidy it’s starting to 
get interesting. The infrastructure is here. 
We’ve got Preakness, Maryland Million 
and several other big weekends and now 
the purses are getting kick-ups. There are 
bonuses on virtually any race you win or 
run one-two-three here in Maryland. 

We’ve got a tailwind. For years we 
were bucking headwinds. That part has 
been a lot of fun. We do a couple differ¬ 
ent things. . . stallions, breeding, training 
at Merryland. There’s a lot more money 
to run for. A breeder bonus, if you win 
a $100,000 stakes, is like $24,000 with a 
Maryland-sired Maryland-bred. That’s real 
money and that just was not here a year 
ago. If you’re an outsider, we are probably 
the most open of all the programs. All you 
really have to do is have your mare foal 
here and either breed back to a Maryland 
stallion or be in foal to a Maryland stallion 
and away you go. There are no domiciling 
rules. You don’t have to worry about all 
that. That could be the strength of our 
program. It doesn’t take a whole lot to 
come and play. 

Things are happening here that I 
haven’t seen since the ’80s. You’re talk¬ 
ing capital improvements to the physical 
plants, tweaking the takeout, some real 
smart moves that they have to make to 


be more competitive. The lottery took 
out a lot of our lower $2 players, but the 
casinos are taking out some of the middle 
and upper end of our players and that was 
probably what contributed to our handle 
being off 2.5 percent. Otherwise it was a 
pretty strong year. If we can come back 
and say ‘hey, here’s our product with a 
lower takeout,’ ja 22 up Sundays, spruce up 
the food. . . They’re already making some 
strides. If they keep going, this pendulum 
is swinging back the other direction, and 
God only knows how far we can get it to 
go up in that direction if we can all keep 
pushing and prodding together. 

Tim Ritvo 

As chief operating officer for The Stronach 
Group, Tim Ritvo splits his time on a weekly 
basis between Gulfstream Park in South Florida 
and Maryland, where the racetrack conglomerate 
owns and operates Laurel Park and Pimlico Race 
Course. Ritvo was charged by Frank Stronach 
to implement a team and a plan to improve the 
product and one of the first steps was bringing in 
racing executive Sal Sinatra from Parx Racing. 
The Stronach Group plans to unveil a master plan 
later this year that will include designs and changes 
to the physical plants and efforts to lower takeout 
rates in the state. 

We feel we’re one of the few racing 
companies that actually loves racing. It’s | 
been a sport that’s been going in the wrong ^ 
direction. We think that we have a team put | 
together and we stiU believe racing, as an ^ 
entity, has a chance to be viable on its own. 
We beheve that. Obviously the subsidies 
are helping, though a crutch, but we want 
to take those subsidies and those crutches 
and try to run and make racing excit¬ 
ing again. So, long story short when we 
were formulating this team-and I’ve been 
under pressure to put together a decent 
racing team-Sal Sinatra was one of the 
guys that came available. His passion and 
experience in horse racing was something 
we looked for. When we put him on the 
team we didn’t identify Maryland for him 
right away, it just happened to be a good fit 
as we were moving forward. 

It’s not about finger-pointing. It’s aU S 
about moving forward, saying, ‘OK guys, | 
this is what we’ve been dealt with, now g 
how do we move forward?’ 

I teU you one thing that has to be 
noticed here, the racing commission, the 
legislators, everybody is supportive of 
horse racing. Bruce Quade, chairman of 
the Maryland Racing Commission, can’t do 
enough for Thoroughbred racing. He real- 
i 2 es its importance and is in real touch with 
how many jobs we create, the economic 
impact for the state and aU the farmland 
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and everything else that’s involved in this. 
It’s one of the first racing commissions 
I’ve seen that is really in touch with exactly 
what’s going on and trying to fix the model. 

Sal Sinatra 

Sal Sinatra left his position as director of rac¬ 
ing at Parx Racing last December to become vice 
president and general manager of the Maryland 
fockej Club. Praised for elevating the status of the 
Pennsylvania Derby-Cotillion Stakes programs in 
recentyearS) Sinatra will work with The Stronach 
Group and Ritvo on a three-part plan to improve 
Maryland racing-improvements to the facilities, 
an examination of takeout rates and coordination 
of a regional circuit. 

Though usually an optimist, I believe 
2015 will continue to see a shrinking of 
field si 2 e and related handle as tracks and 
horsemen have not properly adjusted to 
the shrinking foal crops. Hopefully, 2015 
will bring the industry together to region¬ 
alize racing dates and the number of races 
so that we can produce a higher quality 
product for our fans. 

Optimistically, I look forward to the 
2014 3-year-olds, as they continue on into 
the older division. The older-male division 
sets up for an exciting year of racing. 

Dr. Bill Solomon 

Dr. Bill Solomon has owned and operated Pin 
Oak Dane Farm since opening the farm and his 
equine medical and surgical practice in New 
Freedom, Pa., in 1973. Pin Oak Dane will stand 
four stallions in 2015-Albert the Great, Corin¬ 
thian, More Smoke and Norman Asbjornson. 
The farm was home to Offlee Wild, sire of 2014 
Breeders' Cup Classic-GI winner Bayern, and 
Grade 1 sires Any Given Saturday and Rockport 
Harbor in recent years. 

We should start with the number of 
mares being bred and the why and what. 
The number of mares being bred in the 
Mid-Atiantic will probably be down a bit. 
The reason I say that is, in Pennsylvania 
at least, we’ve dropped from around 1,750 
in 2009 to 810 last year. The number of 


mares bred in Pennsylvania and foaling 
outside the state is probably down, too, 
significantly. That will level off I think. The 
number of mares bred in Pennsylvania I 
expect to be down a bit because of the loss 
of Any Given Saturday and Offlee Wild. 
The simation in Maryland will stabilize and 
they’U probably breed the same number of 
mares as they did last year. If the (Fasig- 
Tipton December) mixed sale is a reflec¬ 
tion on that, there’s not a strong demand 
for broodmares. That’s the first part. 

The ramifications? Maryland purses are 
going to continue to rise and since they 
have a limited number of race days they 
may reach the point of having around 
$30 million or $200,000 a day in purses, 
whichever way they want to spend it. In 
Pennsylvania our situation is quite differ¬ 
ent. We have a foal crop of around 650, no 
more than 700, and Maryland is looking 
at probably 400. . . We have about $110 
million available to Thoroughbreds (in 
Pennsylvania). We have 500 racing days, 
so $110 million, and no matter how you 
slice it there’s $25 million roughly that’s 
going to go to Pennsylvania horses. Not 
particularly sired horses but Pennsylvania 
horses one way or another. If you have $25 
million and you have a small foal crop, that 
indicates something. You’re either going 
to have a lot of money earned by Penn¬ 
sylvania-bred horses or fewer race days 
and fewer races on race days, but the Penn¬ 
sylvania simation for horses that are born 
here, especially if they’re sired here is quite 
optimistic in that sense. 

There are hardly any (Pennsylvania) 
farms operating to any extent, just us and 
Northview. Everybody else has told you 
their farm was for sale. Breeding farms 
in their very namre are not very lucra¬ 
tive. It’s a bad simation and the reason 
is we don’t incentivize our horses very 
well. In Maryland they have (the Maryland 
Million)... People get excited about it, they 
want to race there. We have done a poor 
job incentivizing our program and that’s 
the reason we’re seeing a drop in foals. 
People say that’s following what’s going on 
nationally. But wait a minute. That might 


be what happens nationally but not in a 
state that is fortified by alternative gaming. 
You don’t see this happening in New York. 
Horses there are well incentivized and they 
make a big deal of it. 

Erich Zimny 

As vice president of racing operations at 
Hollywood Casino at Charles Town Races, Erich 
Zimny knows all too well one of the biggest 
challenges facing the Thoroughbred industry in 
2015 and beyond. The shrinking horse popula¬ 
tion-which could potentially be a significant 
challenge in the Mid-Atlantic region because of 
the concentration of racetracks-is expected to 
continue to be a factor yet again. 

This year has the potential to be a 
dynamic year for not only Charles Town 
but racing in the Mid-Atlantic as a whole. 
While we’ve seen the number of horses 
available diminish over the past few years, 
we’re now starting to get even smaller foal 
crops, like the ones from 2012 and 2013, 
come of racing age. That’s going to put 
an even greater strain on us to fill quality 
programs as the foal crops from five or six 
years ago start to fade away. 

That’s brought front and center even 
more for this region when you consider 
how tough the competition for horses 
can be. At Charles Town, there are four 
tracks within a 200-mile radius that all 
run 75 or more live days a year and that 
doesn’t count Pimhco, Mountaineer or 
Monmouth. People have options. If we 
don’t react to this as individual tracks and 
collectively, there is the potential for the 
product to slip even further. 

At Charles Town, we’re looking for¬ 
ward to 2015. We anticipate becoming one 
of a small handful of tracks to uplink its 
simulcast signal in high definition within 
the first couple months of the year, which 
should give fans an enhanced viewing 
experience. And we have the $1.5 million 
Charles Town Classic coming up on April 
18, which is being run during the day for 
the first time in the event’s history. %

Main Sequence heats pneumonia 
on way to championship season

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T hree times a day for more than a month last winter, 
wearing gloves to their elbows, staffers in Graham 
Motion’s barn at Maryland’s Fair Hill Training Center 
carried two syringes of a foul, yellow paste to the second stall 
from the end on the left side of the shedrow. 

Like a second grader with an ear infection, the skinny chest¬ 
nut horse in that stall swallowed the medicine—an aggressive, 
oral antibiotic called chloramphenicol. Nobody knew it at the 
time, but he was putting himself on the road to a championship. 


Owned by Flaxman Holdings, Main 
Sequence finished 2014 with four Grade 1 
wins, $2.6 million in earnings, a turf cham¬ 
pionship and Horse of the Year consider¬ 
ation. 

But he started with pneumonia, and lots 
of chloramphenicol. 

Motion assistant Cat McGee compared 
the prescription medicine’s taste to ‘‘metal 
tar.” Not that she tasted it on purpose. The 
stuff can cause bone marrow suppression 
and severe anemia in humans and gener¬ 
ally makes anyone who has ever been near 
it cringe. 

But it works on horses. 

“Most horses get really sour,” said 
McGee. “They’U see you coming and go 
back in the stall. It’s disgusting, but he 
never got sour. He was always a gentleman 
about it.” 

Another Motion employee, Jessica 
Edstrom, used a similar description. 

“He sure didn’t hke the way it tasted, 
but he took it Hke a trouper,” she said 
while admiring the stable star at Fair HiU in 
December. The now 6-year-old gelding left 
for Florida the next day, after he spent all 
but a few days of his championship season 
in Maryland. 

Dr. Jennifer Nutt, a veterinarian who 
saw Main Sequence at the United States 
Department of Agriculture facihty in 
Newburgh, N.Y., prescribed the chloram¬ 
phenicol to eHminate the health danger. 
Left untreated, pneumonia can kill a horse. 
Caught too late, the infection can cause 
severe lung damage and end a racing career. 

Like the others, Nutt paid at least some 
credit to the horse’s attitude through it all. 

“More than one person on our staff 
reaUy looked at him and said ‘he’s a profes¬ 


sional,’ ” said Nutt. “He felt good enough 
that he could have been a bad patient if 
he wanted to. He was never a jerk. He was 
such a great patient.” 

Bred in Kentucky by Flaxman, the 
Niarchos family’s international racing sta¬ 
ble, Main Sequence went to EngHsh trainer 
David Lanigan as a young horse. The son 
of Aldebaran, who won an Echpse Award 
for Flaxman in 2003, took to Britain imme¬ 
diately with four consecutive wins includ¬ 
ing the 2012 Derby Trial-G3 at Lingfield. 
Main Sequence lost his next four starts, 
but was far from disgraced with a second 
to Camelot in the EngHsh Derby-Gl and 
other soHd runs in the Grand Prix de 
Paris-Gl and Great Voltigeur-G2. 

Gelded at the end of his 3-year-old 
season. Main Sequence lost six more times 
as a 4-year-old but finished third or better 
four times despite breaking slowly and get¬ 
ting caught up in paceless races. His only 
truly poor effort came over soft ground in 
the Group 1 Champion Stakes at Ascot. 
Though it would mean he’d have one fewer 
horse in the yard, Lanigan muUed a change. 
Flaxman regularly races horses in the U.S., 
often with Motion, and this one repre¬ 
sented generations of the family’s breeding 
on both sides of his pedigree. 

The future in England involved lesser 
races, maybe a horses-in-training sale, a 
new stable, even hurdHng. Main Sequence, 
the horse who pushed the great Camelot 
at Epsom, was going to be a “has-been 
horse” if he stayed. 

A change of scenery couldn’t hurt. The 
different racing style might suit. He’d get 
firm ground. There wasn’t much to lose 
after 10 consecutive defeats. And, besides. 


Lanigan just knew there was quaHty there. 
Or told himself so. 

“When he won his Derby Trial, they 
were saying Camelot was unbeatable,” said 
the trainer in late December. “But we 
didn’t go in without a chance of winning 
it and he proved it. We knew he was a top- 
class turf horse and there are a lot more 
dirt horses bred over there. If you have a 
really good grass horse you might have a 
bit of an advantage in those top races in 
America.” 

So he talked to Motion, racing manager 
Alan Cooper and owner Maria Niarchos 
about a new beginning. Main Sequence 
left England in early January. The plan was 
to get the horse to Fair HiH, then maybe 
Florida and aim for a spring campaign. 
He’d been away from the races since the 
previous October, but was in training. 

Then he was sick. 

After landing at Stewart International 
Airport in Newburgh Jan. 14, Main 
Sequence entered the quarantine faciHty 
for what is normally three days of monitor¬ 
ing and testing. Temperamres are checked 
twice daily as part of the protocol. On the 
afternoon of his first day. Main Sequence’s 
temperature was 103.4. It bounced a Htde 
but was stOl 102.6 on the third day. 

Nutt met the fumre champion Jan. 16. 

“When a horse shows illness or spikes 
a fever they contact us to come in and 
diagnose and prescribe treatment,” said 
Nutt, whose practice attends to most of 
the racehorses who get sick at the facHity 

Bright and seemingly healthy, the 
5-year-old gelding didn’t cough and had 
no nasal discharge-typical signs of some¬ 
thing serious. 

Nutt treated him for the fever and start¬ 
ed antibiotics. Two days later, the fever was 
stiU there so Nutt changed the antibiotics 
and ordered a chest ultrasound. 

And found out how sick Main Sequence 
was. 

“He had fluid on his lungs and any time 
we see that we become concerned about 
the severity of disease,” she said. “The 
fluid can increase rapidly and cause the 
horse to have respiratory distress.” 

Main Sequence needed more than rou¬ 
tine veterinary care, but couldn’t leave quar¬ 
antine until his temperature came down 
which took more medication and another 
two days. Consulting with Motion’s veteri¬ 
narian Dr. Luis Castro, Nutt recommended 
leaving the horse in New York, rather than 
risking a three-hour van ride to Fair Hill, 
and Main Sequence arrived at Pine Bush 
Equine Jan. 20. 
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Unbeaten in four 2014 starts, all Grade 1 stakes on the turf, Main Sequence left the winner’s circle 
after the Sword Dancer at Saratoga (above) and rallied In the stretch to catch European Invader 
Flintshire In the Breeders’ Cup Turf for owner/breeder Flaxman Holdings and trainer Graham Motion. 


Antibiotics, ultrasounds and science 
helped stop the pneumonia-as did a little 
TLC. 

‘‘My vet tech Liz Rush is a very Thor¬ 
oughbred-obsessed fan and any Thorough¬ 
bred that comes through gets extra atten¬ 
tion so I asked her about him,’’ said Nutt, 
an associate in the practice owned by Dr. 
Herb Burns and Dr. Erik Peterson. “He’d 
been body clipped and was in New York 
in January and wasn’t going to be warm 
enough. She went to the tack store to get 
him a warmer blanket.” 

Nutt joked that that’s what truly saved 
Main Sequence, then quickly got serious. 

“It was a really unusual case because 
he had severe changes in his chest that we 
only knew about from the [ultrasounds],” 
Nutt said. “There was no coughing. The 
horse looked bright and happy. We couldn’t 
beheve how good he was, considering how 
sick he was. He didn’t show any outward 
signs of being a respiratory case.” 

The elevated temperamre in quarantine 
saved Main Sequence’s racing career, and 
maybe his Hfe. 

“If he had not shown a fever in quar¬ 
antine and had been sent to training with 
this problem I’m confident they would 
have had a bigger problem,” said Nutt, 
who called the pneumonia severe. “They 
would have noticed him being abnormally 
exhausted, with an increased respiratory 
rate and other problems.” 

Main Sequence spent nine days at Pine 
Bush, and left an impression. 

“We work on a lot of important horses 
that come through quarantine so we get 
excited from time to time,” Nutt said. 
“Often I’m treating the horse before we 
find out that they’re a big deal. When he 
left, we said we had to keep an eye on this 

The Road to a Championship 

Main Sequence got to Fair HiU almost 
a month after leaving England, and joined 
the squad at Motion’s second barn. Run by 
McGee, a Purdue University animal sci¬ 
ence graduate, the former barn of trainer 
Steve Klesaris is often the first stop for 
horses joining the stable. Two-year-olds 
go there, and so do English imports with 
pneumonia. 

McGee had worked with Flaxman’s 
breeding stock in Kenmcky and had been 
told by friends there about the newcomer. 
Not that she would have missed him. 

‘You haven’t seen the sun in a long 
time,” McGee told the horse when she 
took him outside two days after his arrival. 
In a photo she pulls up on her laptop. 


Main Sequence stands behind the white 
barn, wearing a blanket, gazing toward 
the horsepath and soaking up whatever 
warmth he could. 

McGee and Motion talked on the 
phone shortly after the horse arrived. 

“How bad does he look?” asked the 
trainer. 

“Well, he doesn’t look good,” McGee 
rephed. ‘You can see his pin bones [at the 
point of the buttocks] and everything. He’s 
sick, but he doesn’t look totally emaciated.” 

Main Sequence’s coat was short and 
dull with no new hair. He was underweight. 
He didn’t want to eat. Initial care centered 
around the chloramphenicol, administered 
by dissolving 25 pills in water for four 
hours, squirting the paste into his mouth 
and convincing him to swallow it. He was 
hand-walked and given plenty of attention. 

McGee told anyone in the barn to “pet 
him, give him some affection and candy 
and food” and left the feed tub in his stall 
aU day. Gradually, he started eating the 
special chaff feed “Hke a pregnant brood¬ 
mare.” His health stabilized and improved. 
The chloramphenicol lasted more than 
a month, and might have been shorter 
except for one more ultrasound. 

“We scanned him once when he was 
supposed to be done and we were celebrat¬ 
ing his last day on it,” said McGee, who 
described what sounded like a birthday 


party. “Then we got the scans and they 
weren’t 100 percent so we continued it for 
another week or two.” 

Main Sequence started shedrowing 
under tack March 3. His first gallop came 
March 15 and his first work April 17—a 
half-mile on the Tapeta in :52. 

McGee’s iPhoto library shows a horse 
returning to health. All those firsts are 
there, as is one last-his final day in her 
barn. It’s June 2 and Main Sequence gleams. 
His chestnut coat is closer to fox red than 
cement tan. He’ll never be called stout, but 
looks fit and muscled. He’d left England 
more than five months earher, fought off 
pneumonia, endured medicine so strong 
humans aren’t supposed to touch it. And 
was getting called up to the main barn. 

Motion’s head assistant Adrian Rolls 
had to come get the horse because McGee 
didn’t want to let him go. 

To the Races 

Early plans might have called for a 
start late in the Gulfstream Park winter 
meet, something at Keeneland or perhaps 
Churchill Downs, but schedules blew away 
somewhere over the Atlantic when the 
first bacteria started multiplying in Main 
Sequence’s lungs. 

By June, Motion wanted to find a race 
for his new horse. How good was he? 
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Where did he fit? Could he be a stakes 
horse in America? 

The trainer thought about Arlington 
Park's Stars and Stripes-G3 in July, then 
changed his mind. Why would anyone ship 
a horse who got pneumonia on his last 
trip of any length aU the way to Chicago? 
Monmouth Park's United Nations-Gl 
became the target, mostly because it was 
120 miles from Fair Hill. 

Main Sequence broke 2 lengths behind 
the field and ran past five horses in the 
stretch to win by a neck. He repeated the 
performance in Saratoga's Grade 1 Sword 
Dancer and Belmont Park's Joe Phrsch 
Turf Classic-Gl, then ran his best race in 
a season-ending score in the Breeders' Cup 
Turf-Gl to vault into the Horse of the 
Year conversation with standout 3-year- 
olds California Chrome and Bayern. 

Somewhere Lanigan smiled. His old 
horse was good again. 

‘‘The flat track probably just helps him 
and the style of racing suits him," said the 
trainer. “You very rarely get a slow-run race 
in America, where nobody wants to be a 
lead horse. Here, you can get a race with no 
pace at aU and he'd get caught out." 

Main Sequence can race on Lasix in 
the U.S., but Motion does not consider the 
horse a bad bleeder and is aiming for a start 
in Dubai this spring. Yes, American turf 
racing pales somewhat when compared 


to Europe, but Main Sequence defeated 
world stars Flintshire (GB) and Telescope 
(Ire) at the Breeders' Cup. In his next start, 
Flintshire flattered Main Sequence by win¬ 
ning the Group 1 Hong Kong Vase. 

Beyond the facts, the achievement 
hammered home the benefits of a team 
approach at Flaxman. 

“It's an easy transition," said Lanigan. 
“Graham trains the Niarchos horses in 
America and I'm very fortunate to have 
some of them in England. Because you 
have that team in it, everyone wants each 
side to do well. I don't need to tell Graham 
anything, but he rang me a couple of times

Thoroughbred racing's official 
championships were announced Jan.

on what he was thinking of doing and 
where he was going. He's done a great job 
with the horse. If he got sold and he was 
out of the team, he probably wouldn't have 
reached his potential." 

Which puts at least some of the credit 
on Main Sequence's shoulders. Why did 
he survive, improve, thrive where others 
might have failed? 

“I think he's stoic," said Nutt, the veteri¬ 
narian. “He didn't want us to know he was 
sick, but it's important to know how much 
he's overcome. He's strong." 

For Lanigan, that strength showed up 
early. 

“I've got a photograph of him here," he 
said. “We have big crowds on Derby Day 
and if you've got a horse with a question- 
mark temperament they're shot to bits and 
he just went through it. I remember watch¬ 
ing him walk around the paddock that day 
and I was proud of him." 

McGee was a long way from Epsom 
that day in 2012, but saw something simi¬ 
lar in Main Sequence as he recovered last 
winter. 

“He really has a special connection with 
the people who take care of him," she said. 
“He's a horse that's very personable and 
they get connected to him. His riders love 
him. His grooms love him. He's got a great 
personality and the longer we had him the 
more it came out." ^

Ghost Bay, Spotted Heart show 
promise in Juvenile Championships

L arry Murray expected a good effort 
from his colt in the Maryland Juvenile 
Futurity. Ultimately Ghost Bay wasn’t 
just good in the race, he was scary good. 
The Ghostzapper colt might have entered 
the Maryland Juvenile a maiden but he’d 
shown Murray more than enough to raise 
expectations. 

‘‘I was very optimistic going into the 
race,” Murray said. “The horse was training 
extremely well. He’d progressed from one 
start to the other and I expected another 
progression.” 

Howard Bender’s homebred out of the 
Smart Strike mare Hope Bay opened his 
career by finishing third twice going 6 fur¬ 
longs. Ghost Bay did his best running late 
in both of those starts. Murray figured the 
horse would enjoy the added furlong in the 
Maryland Juvenile, run Dec. 27. 

After breaking slowly and steadying. 
Ghost Bay gave Murray cause for concern. 
With Forest Boyce aboard. Ghost Bay 
managed to settie in comfortably near the 
tail end of the 11 -horse field. Turning for 
home, he found even more trouble. 

“He was trapped in a lot of traffic,” 
Murray said. “I looked up and there were 
nine horses strung out in front of him. I 
didn’t know where he was going to go.” 

Boyce and Ghost Bay then caught a 
break as Sunrise Sunset drifted out, forcing 
three other horses out wide in the stretch, 
and giving Ghost Bay the first bit of day¬ 
light he’d seen all race. 

“It opened up a huge hole for him to go 
through and once he spotted that hole, he 
was gone,” Murray said. 

Ghost Bay shot through the open¬ 
ing and drew off to win by AVi lengths 
over Gin Fu 22 , with Sunrise Sunset third. 
Favored Stonebhar finished eighth. 

Murray said he didn’t immediately have 
another date circled on the calendar for 
Ghost Bay, but plans on stretching him out 
during his 3-year-old campaign. 

“I would love to get him to go two 
mrns [in an allowance] as a prep for down 
the road because I think he’ll go as far as 
we want to go,” he said. “I think he’ll go 
a mde and an eighth with no trouble, and 
even further than that.” 

A day earlier, a group of 11 Maryland- 
bred 2-year-old fiUies took center stage 
in the $125,000 Maryland Juvenile FiUy 
Championship Stakes. Copper Penny 
Stables’ Spotted Heart closed from well 
off the pace to spring an upset score at 
odds of 23-1.

Around the Ovals haurel Park 


mare Red Valentine made her debut in 
August at Parx. She lost that day and in 
three ensuing races before breaking her 
maiden in November at Laurel. Coming 
into the Juvenile Filly Championship, train¬ 
er Mark Shuman didn’t view Spotted Heart 
as quite the longshot her odds indicated. 

‘d was shocked at her price ” he said. 
“Her last race, it was a 14-horse field and 
she won. . . she stuck her head in front 
and when another horse came to her, she 
kept herself extended and just wouldn’t let 
them by. She’s been working like that in the 
morning, after that race. A light went on 
somewhere, where she’s starting to show 
her fuU potential.” 

The Juvenile FiUy Championship start¬ 
ed off well enough for Spotted Heart, 
as she settied in mid-pack behind a fast 
pace. Under Sheldon Russell, she stayed in 
the clear as horses began to tire and fade 
along the rail. Then, angled about five wide 
nearing the quarter pole. Spotted Heart 
was asked for run. After some bumping 
between horses, she finally found room 
and took off She passed a half-do 2 en 
horses in the final sixteenth of a mile and 
crossed the wire 1 Va lengths ahead of Miss 
BuUistic, who nosed out Everything Lovely 
for second. 

“It was a bit of a roller-coaster ride to 
watch,” Shuman said. “I thought we were 
sitting in great position and then at one 
point, at the quarter pole, we started get¬ 
ting bumped, shuffled back and bothered. 
I went from thinking we had a real good 
shot to nothing to Sheldon riding her hard 
and drawing off late.” 

Shuman said Spotted Heart came out 
of the race weU and wiU most likely run a 
few races early in 2015 with an ultimate tar¬ 
get the Conniver Stakes in March at Laurel. 

Jockey, trainer races 

Trevor McCarthy set out to dominate in 
2014 and dominate he did. 

The 20-year-old jockey completed 
a sweep of all three major meetings in 
Maryland by capmhng the fall riding tide 
at Laurel. He previously cruised to tides at 
Laurel in the winter meet and at Pimlico’s 
spring stand. 

“I worked really hard for it,” McCarthy 
said. “It was kind of a goal from the get-go 
that I really wanted to take all three meets. 
I was very proud of myself that I was able 
to do it and thankful for aU of the other 
people and trainers that allowed me to ride 
great horses.” 

As he did in the winter, McCarthy 
climbed to the top of the standings early in 


the meet and never looked back. He ended 
the fall meet with 70 victories, 20 more 
than Victor Carrasco. That large margin 
was in spite of McCarthy missing action 
late in the year after breaking his wrist in a 
Dec. 20 gallop-out accident. 

McCarthy also captured his first grad¬ 
ed stakes wins in 2014, riding Fortune 
Pearl to victory in the Grade 2 Delaware 
Oaks and Munirah in the Grade 3 Boiling 
Springs. He tallied 263 wins on the year, 
good enough for seventh among aU North 
American riders. His $8,114,303 in earn¬ 
ings ranked him 20th in the nation. 

“Next year. I’d like to top that,” 
McCarthy said “That’s another goal for 
me.” 

Goals were also set and met during 
the fall at Laurel by Claudio Gonzalez as 
the Chilean-born trainer took home his 
first solo training title. After finishing in 
a four-way tie for leading conditioner at 
Laurel last winter, he comfortably took the 
fall title with 31 wins. He was followed by 
Mike Trombetta in second with 27 wins 


and Jamie Ness and Hamilton Smith tied 
for third with 22. 

“It’s big for me,” Gonzalez said. “There 
are a lot of good trainers here and it’s very 
difficult to win this tide.” 

Not only did Gonzalez win the fall title, 
his win total made the race for Maryland’s 
year-round training tide close. In the end, 
Kieron Magee held on to his lead with 55 
wins on the year at Laurel and Pimhco, 
compared to 52 for runner-up Gonzalez. 

“Believe me, I was paying attention the 
last couple of weeks to see what was going 
to happen,” Magee said. “Claudio was 
coming on strong but we held on.” 

Magee was also a part of the four-way 
tie earlier in the year with Gonzalez at 
Laurel and followed by winning the train¬ 
ing title at Pimlico. On the year, Magee 
won 25 percent of his starts and gener¬ 
ated $1,420,762 in earnings with a barn of 
fewer than 30 horses. 

‘We had a great year without having 
many horses,” Magee said. “I’m thrilled.”^

Win like a warrior 

Cu Chulainn pushes earnings past 
$100,000 with second ailowance score

G ryphon Investments’ homebred Cu 
Chulainn captured the second con¬ 
secutive allowance race of his short 
career-and lived up to his namesake, a 
great warrior-hero of medieval Ireland- 
when he triumphed Dec. 15 for trainer 
Dee Curry. 

Cu Chulainn (pronounced ‘‘cuhuUin”) 
was overlooked in the wagering at 11-1 
despite a win in a Nov. 1 allowance in the 
slop at Parx Racing and proved that vic¬ 
tory was no fluke. Under Angel Suarez, 
the now 4-year-old son of Pioneerof the 
Nile jumped out to the lead and never 
looked back, opening a 5-length advantage 
in midstretch and cruising home unchal¬ 
lenged over 50-1 No Free Lunch in the 
6 V 2 -furlong event. 


The $27,600 first prize increased Cu 
Chulainn’s career earnings to $100,350 
from five starts, which included an Aug. 
24 debut victory at Parx. Gryphon Invest¬ 
ments is the stable name of Jeff Bowen. 

Cu Chulainn’s talent has come as no 
surprise to Curry, who trained his dam, 
Cheeksandpeanuts, as well as aU of the 
colt’s half-siblings. 

Although Cheeksandpeanuts made only 
four starts, two of her three wins came 
in stakes, and as a broodmare all of her 
foals to race are winners. Her daughter 
Key Lime Baby (by ChampaH) was third 
in the Grade 2 Fitz Dixon Cotillion in 
2009, Salty Cheeks (by Salt Lake) was also 
stakes-placed, and Hotbutteredpopcorn 
(by Dehere) was an allowance winner. 


‘‘The whole family has been a Htde 
immamre and all have improved men¬ 
tally with age,” Curry said. “The mother 
[Cheeksandpeanuts] died in 2013, so since 
Hotbutteredpopcorn was a Dehere mare, 
she was always going to be a broodmare. 
Key Lime Baby has a [2-year-old named 
People’s Champ] by Broken Vow, and Cu 
Chulainn has a [2-year-old] full sister, the 
last of the legacy. An unbehevable family.” 

As for Cu Chulainn, Curry said she 
knew from the beginning he was special, 
and is hoping he can continue to win future 
bathes on the racetrack. 

Dutrow fillies win 

Trainer Tony Dutrow won a pair of 
races for 2-year-old fillies Dec. 13, both 
daughters of Super Saver owned by Alex 
and JoAnn Lieblong. 

The first came in a $49,600 allowance at 
1 mile with High Dollar Woman, who led 
all the way under Joe Rocco Jr. to handily 
defeat six foes by 3 lengths, including heav¬ 
ily favored Breach of Duty. 

A $675,000 purchase by the Lieblongs 
at the OBS March sale of selected 2-year- 
olds in training. High Dollar Woman broke 
her maiden in the mud in late July at 
Saratoga, but was fourth (disquahfied from 
third) in an allowance at Laurel Park in her 
start prior to her Parx score. She is out of 
the graded stakes-placed Fusaichi Pegasus 
mare Mehssajo. 

Dutrow’s second victory occurred in a 
$49,520 maiden special weight at 1 mile 
and 70 yards with Embellish the Lace, 
who humbled her competition with a 
commanding lOH-length tally, also under 
Rocco. She finished fifth in her debut in 
mid-November at Aqueduct. 

The Lieblongs bought Embellish the 
Lace for $320,000 at the 2013 Keeneland 
September yearhng sale. Out of the Distant 
View mare Expanse, she is a half-sister 
to Grade 1 Travers Stakes winner Afleet 
Express and stakes winner Reporting for 
Duty. 

Dutrow, based at the Fair Hill Training 
Center in Maryland, also trains Grade 1 
winner The Big Beast and Grade 2 winner 
I Spent It for the Lieblongs. 

After purchasing a Super Saver fiUy for 
$575,000 at last fall’s Keeneland September 
sale, Alex Lieblong said: “I’ve had a little 
luck with [Super Saver]. I have I Spent It 
and High Dollar Woman, so they kind of 
got me hooked; they’re very honest horses. 
[Super Saver] has treated me good so far.”

Nasa rockets to top 

In 2003, a Pennsylvania-bred juvenile 
named Smarty Jones first capmred the 


attention of the racing world when he 
dominated the Pennsylvania Nursery. Even 
the most optimistic followers of the local 
scene could not have predicted Smarty 
Jones would go on to win the Kentucky 
Derby and Preakness Stakes undefeated, 
and in the process become one of the 
most beloved horses of the early 2000 s. 

Fast forward 11 years and a son of 
Smarty Jones, Someday Farm’s Nasa, 
followed his father’s hoofsteps with a 


2H-length win in the Pennsylvania Nursery 
Dec. 6 , defeating longshots Inspector Kunu 
and Bktzensmajikreign. The winner was 
bred and is owned by Patricia Chapman, 
Smarty Jones’ owner and breeder with her 
late husband Roy, and is trained by John 
Servis. 

Prior to the Pennsylvania Nursery, 
Nasa broke his maiden in his second start 
Sept. 27 at Laurel by OH lengths, and was 
third as the heavy favorite in the restricted 
Christopher Elser Memorial Nov. 16 at 
Patx. In his first start as a 3-year-old, he 
finished second in Aqueduct’s Grade 3 
Jerome Stakes Jan. 3. 

Ryerson scores allowance double 

Trainer Jim Ryerson, who splits his 
stable between New York and Parx, sent 
out allowance winners Dec. 13 and 14. 

The first was WeUSpring Stables’ Royal 
Suspicion, a now 6 -year-old New York- 
bred daughter of Raffle’s Majesty who 
ended a winless skein of more than a year 
when she won a $45,000 race for fiUies 
and mares at 1 mile. Royal Suspicion was 
sent off as the slight favorite in the field 
of seven despite the losing streak, and was 
coming in off an unplaced effort in the 
New York Stallion Series Stakes Nov. 22 
at Aqueduct. 

Ryerson chcked next with Robert Beller 
and Shirley Aidekman Kaye’s homebred 
Rapid Rouge in a $46,000 allowance at 
6 V 2 furlongs. Rapid Rouge, a Kentucky- 
bred son of PetionviUe, stalked the pace 
early and held off a late charge from Cost 
Affective to win for the third time in his 
3-year-old season. 

Ryerson recorded 15 wins at Parx and 
his horses earned $357,543 in 2014. 

Preciado leads trainers 

As the curtain closed on the 2014 Parx 
calendar, Ramon Preciado captured the 
training tide over Patricia Farro, with Phil 
Aristone third. 

Preciado’s charges won 118 races 
and more than $3 milhon, and included 
Handsup Moneydown, North America’s 
leading horse by wins with 11 victories in 
15 starts. The now 6 -year-old son of Sharp 
Humor won nine times in 12 starts at Parx 
in 2014. Frankie Pennington was Parx’s 
leading jockey, winning by a wide margin 
over Jose Delgadillo. 

Jack Armstrong was the track’s leading 
owner in 2014 with 37 wins, seven more 
than Robert Tresente and eight more than 
Barbara Hopkins. His Parx runners earned 
$1,098,560 for the year. *

The family plan 

First-time starter Janeaiee scores 
for father-son owner-trainer team

T he evening of Dec. 10 turned out to 
be quite the family affair as Joseph 
and Ryan Meyer’s homebred juvenile 
fiUy Janeaiee gave a dramatic performance 
en route to breaking her maiden in her 
career debut. 

Trained by Joseph Meyer, the New 
York-bred daughter of Pennsylvania stal- 
Hon Medallist rallied from far back to win 
the maiden special weight going a mile 
over a sloppy track by three-quarters of a 
length. Dismissed at nearly 26-1, Janeaiee 
earned $17,100 for her connections. 

Joseph Meyer, who has worked around 
horses for more than 40 years, has a hand¬ 
ful of horses stabled at Penn National and 
divides his time between the Grantville 
oval and the Middleburg Training Center 
in Virginia, where he has several more. He 
has a few broodmares, too, and Janeaiee’s 
debut has convinced him that the time and 
effort has been well worth it. 

About five years ago, Meyer and his son 
Ryan, a former Marine, decided to launch 
their small breeding operation. 

‘We put together a five-year business 
plan,” said Meyer, also a blacksmith who 
briefly left the Thoroughbred world in 
2010 to spend a year in Iraq working 
in the oil fields as a civilian contractor 
for ExxonMobil and Halliburton. “We 
thought we could raise horses that were 
better than the ones we could claim.” 

Janeaiee was foaled at McMahon of 
Saratoga Thoroughbreds in Saratoga 
Springs, N.Y., because veterinarians told 
Meyer that her dam, the Malibu Moon 
mare Malibu Moment, was not in foal after 
being bred to Medallist. He decided instead 
to breed her to Touch Gold, who stood 
at McMahon, and upon her arrival it was 
determined she was indeed in foal. 

The resulting fiUy was named Janeaiee 
after Meyer’s grandmother, Jane Caldwell, 


who passed away shortly thereafter at age 
96. 

“People would call her Janeaiee, and 
Penn National was her favorite racetrack,” 
Meyer said. “She knew we were naming the 
fiUy after her.” 

Other homebreds for the Meyers 
include Medalbu, a year-older Penn¬ 
sylvania-bred full-sister to Janeaiee, and 
Desert Notion, a Pennsylvania-bred 
daughter of Great Notion out of the Not 
For Love mare What Else who placed in 
two allowances at Penn National in 
November and December. Both were win¬ 
ners on the Nov. 1 card at Penn National. 

Malibu Moment has a Maryland-bred 
2-year-old colt by Touch Gold and a 
Maryland-bred yearling filly by Nicanor. 

H A full field of 12 juvenile Pennsylvania- 
bred fillies faced the starter in a maiden 
special weight Dec. 5, somewhat unusual 
considering that the sloppy conditions 
would normally cause a few defections. 
And the outcome was somewhat unusual, 
too, as first-time starter Woodland Babe, 
dismissed at 67-1 based on her uninspiring 
workout times, led at nearly every call and 
rewarded her backers with a $136 return. 

Trained by Tim Hooper, owned by 
Danny LimongeUi and bred by Xanthus 
Farms by home stallion In the Woods, 
Woodland Babe sprang from the gate with 
the leaders and quickly wrestled control 
from favored Greygoose Miss by the time 
they’d run the opening half-mile. 

Woodland Babe was never seriously 
challenged into the stretch by any of her 
rivals, kicking the mud back in their faces as 
she scampered away to a 1 -length victory. 

A peek at Woodland Babe’s bottom 
line might have hinted at her ability despite 
the slow published workouts. She’s out of 
Good Night Babe, a half-sister to Fabulous 


Find, the dam of Grade 1 winner and mil¬ 
lionaire Fabulous Strike, who was based 
throughout his career at Penn National. 

■ David O’Neill’s homebred Valley of 
the Gods had the best year of her career 
in 2005, capturing three stakes, including 
the $150,000 Maryland Million Distaff 
Handicap at Laurel Park. Retired shortly 
thereafter with career earnings of $395,081, 
the daughter of Valley Crossing became a 
broodmare for O’Neill, and to the cover of 
Pennsylvania sire Fairbanks produced the 
filly You Know Juneau in 2011. 

Unraced as a 2-year-old, You Know 
Juneau made her debut May 1 at Penn 
National. She won for the third time from 
11 starts in 2014 when taking an allowance 
for trainer Lester Stickler Jr. Dec. 4. 

Valley of the Gods now has a 3-year-old 
fuU-brother to You Know Juneau named 
Just Wait, who was unraced in 2014, and 
produced a filly by Pure Prize in 2014. 

■ Trainer Sandee Martin had great suc¬ 
cess with the Ontario-bred mare Reign 
Suzanne, who came to Penn National from 
Woodbine early in 2013 and ended the year 
as the winningest horse at Penn National 
with eight victories from 14 starts, and as 
the 10th winningest horse in the nation. 

Taking a similar path, Martin found 
the winner’s circle Dec. 20 with anoth¬ 
er Ontario-bred making her first Penn 
National start after moving from Woodbine 
when She Ain’t Bad scored in an optional 
claimer for Martin’s own Rock Bottom 
Ranch. The victory came in She Ain’t 
Bad’s first start for Martin, who took over 
from Woodbine-based Robert Tiller. She 
Ain’t Bad made 11 starts for Tiller and was 
unplaced in the Lady Angela Stakes before 
being transferred. 

■ Tim Kreiser collected the Penn National 
training tide by a wide margin, collect¬ 
ing 97 wins on the year. Sandee Martin 
was second with 47 wins while Bernie 
Houghton and Flint Stites tied for third 
with 45 apiece. 

The jockeys’ race was equally lopsided, 
with Dana Whimey winning 141 to 125 for 
Angel Rodriguez. Andrew Wolfs ont was 
third with 109 victories. 

Joseph Besecker was the track’s lead¬ 
ing owner, collecting 54 wins and purse 
earnings of $883,913. The winningest 
horse was Leslie Montford’s Pennsylvania- 
bred Tastefully Simple, a now 5-year-old 
daughter of the late Pennsylvania stallion 
Barbican, who captured seven races from 
15 starts. ^

Ijooking back, ahead 

Miller relishes success, gears 
for 2015 season with Harlan’s Destiny

N obody would have blamed Jim Miller 
if he decided to caU it a night with¬ 
out watching the ball drop on New 
Year’s Eve. 

Nothing against Ryan Seacrest, prob¬ 
ably, but Miller may have preferred not to 
see 2014 come to a close. Without ques¬ 
tion, the preceding 365-day stretch was 
sweet for the Hagerstown, Md., resident 
whose racing operation is split between his

farm outside Charles Town in Jefferson 
County, WVa., plus another broodmare 
band at Mill Ridge Farm in Lexington, Ky. 

Miller bought his first Thoroughbred 
in 2010, although members of his family 
have been around the sport for more than 
three decades. 

Topping the list of last year’s achieve¬ 
ments was the 3-year-old campaign of 
Miller’s fiUy Aurelia’s Belle, a winner of 
three graded stakes. Miller also found suc¬ 
cess in the sales arena last year, selling a 
West Virginia-bred Harlan’s Holiday colt 
for $330,000 to Whitehorse Stables at the 
Keeneland September yearling sale. 

Harlan’s Holiday still figures promi- 
nentiy in Miller’s future racing fortunes 
despite the stallion’s untimely death in 


2013. MiUer is hopeful for another run at 
the Kentucky Oaks-Gl in 2015 with the 
Harlan’s Holiday filly Harlan’s Destiny. 

Miller was on hand to watch her com¬ 
plete her 2-year-old campaign with a flour¬ 
ish Dec. 20, as she outclassed her rivals 
down the stretch for a 114-length victory 
in the 7-furlong Eleanor Casey Memorial 
Stakes at Charles Town. 

West Virginia-bred Harlan’s Destiny, out 
of the Lemon Drop Kid mare MantekiUa, 
also featured the winning combination of 
her stablemate Aurelia’s Belle, though it 
wasn’t by design, at least not on this night. 

Regular jockey Rafael Hernandez was 
slated to ride in the Casey, but had five 
mounts that same day at Gulfstream 
Park. So trainer Wayne Catalano called 
in Channing HiU, the regular rider for 
Aurelia’s BeUe, to fiU in at least for one 
night. 

‘‘He didn’t reaUy push her—the idea was 
not to push her too hard, get her ready,” 
MiUer said of Hill, who came up from 
Tampa Bay Downs. “She’s got a big year 
coming up, so we’re going to give her two 
months of taking it easy.” 

MiUer said Harlan’s Destiny would head 
back to Kentucky for that break as she 
gears up for a run at the Oaks, with Turf- 
way’s Bourbonette a probable target for a 
prep. 

“Right now we’re just going to give 
her some time, probably looking toward 
March—we’U see,” MiUer said. “She’ll prob¬ 
ably stay at Keeneland for now. We’ll look 
at one of the races to the Oaks next, and 
see what happens.” 

Harlan’s Destiny continued her mas¬ 
tery of the dirt at Charles Town, making 
it three wins in three tries at the track. 
MiUer thinks his fiUy can be good on any 
surface. Her best effort, in MiUer’s mind, 
came in a Nov. 29 allowance victory on 
the dirt at ChurchUl Downs. That means 
the West Virginia-bred might not be mak¬ 
ing too many return trips home, although 
MiUer wouldn’t rule out the Charles Town 
Oaks-G3 in September. 

“Wayne will have to figure aU that 
out when we get there, where she is ver¬ 
sus everything else,” MiUer said. “But she 
seems to run well enough here.” 

MiUer credits MUl Ridge managing part¬ 
ner Headley BeU with hitting on this par¬ 
ticular winning mating of Harlan’s HoUday 
and Lemon Drop Kid mares. 

“The mare is a Lemon Drop Kid, 
so basicaUy a long-distance horse,” MiUer 
said. “And she has Dixieland Band under 
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A Stallion 
You Can't Refuse...

In the 
Eleanor Casey, another of his state-bred 
juveniles — the Mi 22 en Mast-sired Dyna- 
mizzen—finished third out of the barn of 
Keturah Obed-Letts. 

Double for Fiber Sonde 

Christmas came early, and kept giving, 
for longtime Beau Ridge Farm parmers 
John McKee and Cynthia O'Bannon, with 
more presents predictably provided by 
their star stallion Fiber Sonde. 

McKee got his gift early, when his 
homebred gelding My Cat George scored a 
6 V 2 -length allowance for juveniles for Dec. 
20. My Cat George, sixth choice in the field 
of seven, scored his first allowance victory 
and second win in eight starts. 

O'Bannon got her present the day after 
Christmas, and it wasn't nearly as much a 
surprise as she saddled odds-on favorite 
Morningisbreaking, a 3-year-old against 
older rivals, to an easy victory going 7 
furlongs. Morningisbreaking, out of Miss 
Grey Dawn, by Southern Halo, walloped 
the field by 6 V 4 lengths. 

The victories helped Fiber Sonde finish 
seventh on the state's leading sire hst, with 
less than half the starters of those ranked 
above him. He had 17 winners—including 
10 repeat winners-from 23 starters, and 
ranked seventh by earnings with $700,072. 

strong finish 

Two longtime stalwarts on West Vir¬ 
ginia's sire lists-Taylor Mountain Farm's 
Windsor C as tie (third by earnings in 2014) 
and Luftikus (fifth by earnings) added a few 
more dollars to their totals in December. 

Veteran Windsor Castle gelding 
Greenway Court scored a 4-length allow¬ 
ance victory over 4 V 2 furlongs on a slop¬ 
py and sealed track Dec. 6 for owner/ 
breeder/trainer James W Casey. It was 
the 5-year-old's 10 th career victory from 
22 starts. 

Five days later, another Windsor Castle- 
sired runner, the now 4-year-old gelding 
Prince of Windsor, picked up an allowance 
score by 7}/i lengths going 6 V 2 furlongs for 
trainer OUie Figgins III and owner Carisa 
Figgins. 

Not to be left in the dust by his younger 
rival on the farm, Luftikus also provided 


a winner Dec. 6 when then 3-year-old 
gelding Devil's Gate notched a iy 4 -length 
sprint win for trainer Richard Butts Jr. and 
owner/breeder Sam English II. 

Scary incident 

Tragedy struck on the track during a 
Dec. 13 claiming race when a rare head-on 
collision ultimately cost one horse her hfe. 
During the E/ie-mile $5,000 claiming race 
for fiUies and mares, Winningaswespeak 
fell rounding the clubhouse turn and threw 


rider Carlos Marrero before mrning to run 
the wrong way up the track. 

Winningaswespeak slammed head-on 
into Frisky Dixie, ridden by Carlos Castro. 
Fab Autumn Girl tripped over Frisky 
Dixie and threw Ramon Maldonado to the 
ground. None of the jockeys was seriously 
injured, but Shuler Stables' Frisky Dixie 
was euthanized shortly afterward. 

The West Virginia Racing Commission 
planned to investigate the events that led to

Northview’s Bullsbay takes 
freshman sire race with surge 


T hrough much of the fall of 2014, 
Northview PA’s BuUsbay and Heritage 
Stallions’ Street Magician battled for 
the tide of leading freshman sire in the 
region. A late-December surge, with stakes 
performances and a maiden special weight 
winner, pushed Bullsbay ahead for good. 

His nine starters included four win¬ 
ners, one multiple stakes winner, one mul¬ 
tiple stakes-placed runner, and earnings of 
$357,325. Street Magician sired five win¬ 


ners from 15 runners, two stakes winners, 
one stakes-placed runner and the earners 
of $288,567. Add in Taylor Mountain 
Farm’s West Virginia-based Charitable 
Man, with progeny earnings of $210,812, 
five winners from 12 starters and two 
stakes horses, and it was the most promis¬ 
ing start for new stallions in the region in 
the past five years. 

BuUsbay and Street Magician launched 
their stud careers at Northview StalUon

Brother Derek sires Grade 1 winner 


West Virginia staUion Brother Derek 
made a statement late in 2014, represent¬ 
ed by a stakes winner from each of his 
first three crops of racing age, including 
a Grade 1 winner. 

Sam’s Sister won four of her five starts 
last year at 3, culminating with a vic¬ 
tory in the 7-furlong La Brea Stakes-Gl 
at Santa Anita Dec. 26 in her stakes 
debut. Trained by Jerry Hollendorfer, 
who co-owns the chesmut fiUy with Mark 
Dedomenico and George Todaro, Sam’s 
Sister won $307,450 in her only year of 
competition. 

In November, Zee Bros-a mem¬ 
ber of Brother Derek’s first crop-cap¬ 
tured the 6-furlong Frank J. De Francis 
Memorial Dash at Laurel. And third-crop 


runner Oh Derek won two juvenUe stakes 
at Portland Meadows during the month. 
For the season, he won four times and 
placed twice in seven starts. 

Brother Derek rose to 11 th on the Ust 
of leading Mid-Atlantic sires of 2014, 
with progeny earnings of $1,854,959. 

The multiple Grade 1-winning mU- 
Uonaire moved to Naylee Farm in Summit 
Point last March and covered 57 mares, 
his largest book since his first season in 
2009. The 12-year-old son of Benchmark 
had close to 40 mares booked to him by 
early this January, said Naylee’s Renee 
Moore. The stalUon previously stood in 
Kentucky at Airdrie Stud, which retains 
a controUing interest. His stud fee is 
$3,500. 


West Virginia’s Bittei Road 
gets big win with first runner 


N aylee Farm stalUon Bittei Road, a 
son of Stormy Atlantic whose first 
crop came to the races in 2014, got 
his first winner Nov. 29 at Mountaineer 
when Reid Collins burst away from the 
field to win by 13 lengths. The 3-10 favor¬ 
ite in the 5y2-furlong maiden claiming test 
races for Randy Faulkner and is trained by 


Aaron West. Bred in Indiana by Faulkner 
in parmership with Zachary Dale PhiUips, 
Reid CoUins is out of the Conscience Clear 
mare C C’s Girl. 

Reid Collins is the first starter for Bittei 
Road, who entered stud late in the 2011 
season in Indiana, siring five foals. Bittei 
Road moved to Naylee in Summit Point, 


Station in Chesapeake City, Md. A son of 
Tiznow, Bullsbay moved to Northview PA 
in Peach Bottom for the 2014 season, and 
Street Magician, by Street Cry (Ire), left at 
the same time, moving across the street to 
the newly launched Heritage StalUons. 

BrUlsbay’s leading earner of 2014, 
Maryland-bred filly Miss BuUistic, record¬ 
ed wins in the SeUma and Donna Freyer 
Stakes, and on Dec. 26 finished second in 
the Maryland JuvenUe FUly Championship. 
She won three of her seven starts and 
amassed $161,620. Bullheaded Boy, the 
first winner for his sire when taking a maid¬ 
en special weight in his debut at Saratoga 
July 31, placed in four stakes on the New 
York circuit, the most recent Dec. 14 at 
Aqueduct when second in the Damon 
Runyon. He earned $131,300. 

Street Magician’s first winner came 
Aug. 30 with Pennsylvania-bred filly 
Rockin Jojo, who added the Blue Moun¬ 
tain JuvenUe FUUes and was third in the 
Maryland MUhon Lassie. She topped 
Street Magician’s runners by earnings with 
$101,050. The Maryland MUUon Lassie 
winner. My Magician, was Street Magician’s 
first stakes winner. Street Magician is also 
the sire of BUtzensmajikreign, a winner in 
November and third in the Pennsylvania 
Nursery Stakes in December in three starts. 

Charitable Man, by Lemon Drop Kid, 
was the region’s first freshman sire to 
score a win, when his son One More Time 
won first-time out at Charles Town July 5, 
defeating another Charitable Man first-tim¬ 
er, Too Much to Do. Both went on to run 
in stakes. One More Time, his sire’s leading 
earner with $83,632, had four stakes-plac- 
ings in seven starts, including seconds on 
Breeders Classic night and in the Tri-State 
and West Virginia futurities. Too Much to 
Do finished third in the latter.

STALLION NEWS 


California leader Swiss Yodeler 
joins West Virginia sire iineup 


V eteran stallion Swiss Yodeler, the lead¬ 
ing California sire of 2006 and a 
top-20 sire nationally, moved to the 
Funkhouser family's O'Sullivan Farms in 
Charles Town, WVa., in early January The 
21-year-old staUion stands for $2,000 live 
foal. 

Swiss Yodeler has sired 29 stakes win¬ 
ners, led by Thor's Echo, winner of the 
2006 Breeders' Cup Sprint-Gl and named 
that year's champion sprinter. Thor's Echo 
raced six seasons, also captured the Grade 
1 Frank J. De Francis Memorial Dash and 
two other stakes, and earned $2,461,490. 
Other Swiss Yodeler stakes performers 
include Mexican Group 1 winner Red 
Sand, $ 592,292-earner Yodelen Dan, Santa 


Anita track record-setter Switzerland, who 
ran 6 furlongs in 1:07.34, and additional 
graded stakes horses Swiss Lake Yodeler, 
Swiss Diva and juvenile Little Bit a Swiss. 

From 13 crops to race, Swiss Yodeler 
has sired the earners of $27.3 million 
and 73 percent winners from starters 
(411 /567). His average earnings per starter 
is more than $48,000. Swiss Yodeler has 
also been a prolific sire of 2-year-olds, with 
12 juvenile stakes winners and 23 stakes- 
placed. His daughter Tilde, an earner of 
$344,560 at 2, was California-bred cham¬ 
pion 2-year-old filly of 2012 after winning 
three stakes. In 2014, Swiss Yodeler sired 
six 2-year-old winners from 10 starters and 
had juvenile earnings of $318,510, which 


ranked him fifth among the Mid-Atlantic's 
leading 2-year-old sires. 

^‘He's been amongst the leading 2-year- 
old sires in California since 2002," said 
Randy Funkhouser. 

Swiss Yodeler was one of the nation's 
top juveniles of 1996 after winning five 
stakes, including the Grade 1 Hollywood 
Futurity, Grade 2 Hollywood Juvenile 
Championship and Grade 3 Best Pal, and 
earning $617,200. From 24 starts through 
age 5, he won six races, and had nine 
placings, aU in graded stakes, and earned 
$761,442. 

The son of Grade 1-winning juvenile 
Eastern Echo is out stakes winner Drapeau 
(by Raja Baba), a fiill-sister to graded stakes 
winner Royal Plume and stakes-winning 
sprinter Royal Pennant, and half-sister to 
graded stakes-placed French Fighter. 

‘‘Something to remember, he's by 
Eastern Echo, and probably some of the 
last of the male-line Damascus blood left," 
Funkhouser added. “He has crossed rather 
well with Mr. Prospector blood, which is in 
abundance in this area."

WHAT IS MHBA’S PAG? 

It IS a political action committee formed by the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association. The PAC solicits voluntary con¬ 
tributions from individuals or corporations to support issues 
or assist selected candidates for public office in the state of 
Maryland who are interested in the problems of our industry 
and are willing to help us solve those problems. 

WHY DO WE NEED PAC? 

The largest market for horses bred in Maryland is horse rac¬ 
ing, an industry which is closely regulated by state govern¬ 
ment. In addition, while not well understood, horse breeding 
IS an especially important segment of Maryland agriculture. 
The economic well-being of racing and breeding is very much 
a function of the political process. It is essential to the health of 
our industry that we educate our elected official and support 
those who work with us on issues vital to our interests. 


HOW DOES PAC WORK? 

The PAC receives voluntary contributions through its trea¬ 
surer which are then disbursed to candidates or spent 
supporting issues as selected by a committee headed by 
the chairperson of the MHBA Legislative Committee. 
Any administrative expense will be paid by the MHBA. 
Reports of PAC contributions must be filed with the State 
Administrative Board of Election Laws and are a matter of 
public record. 

WHAT ARE THE LAWS GOVERNING 
CAMPAIGN CONTRIBUTIONS? 

No corporation or individual may give more than $4,000 to 
a single candidate or more than $10,000 to all candidates in 
any given four-year election cycle. Any contribution to the 
PAC must be included in your $10,000 total for an election. 

WHAT IS THE TAX STATUS OF MY 
CONTRIBUTION? 

There are no deductions or credits allowed on your state tax 
returns but federal law permits a credit of 50 percent on total 
political contributions up to a $50 credit (for a $100 contri¬ 
bution) on individual returns, and a $100 credit (for a $200 
contribution) on joint returns. Political contributions are not 
deductible business expenses.

Days End Horse Rescue, MHIF grant recipient 
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— Direct Conversations — 

As calendar turns, Barr 
looks ahead to big things

Editor's Note: This is the first in a periodic series of conversations with 
Maryland Horse Breeders Association directors on the state of the industry. 


A.S 2015 rolled into view, 
Maryland trainer and breeder 
Donald Barr couldn't keep the 
smile from his weathered face. 

'TVe been on the MTHA 
[Maryland Thoroughbred 

Horseman's Association] 
Board, the Medications Board, 
all the boards in Maryland," 
he said while sitting at his 
desk at his Laurel Park barn 
on New Year's Eve. "And 
what's happening Jan. 1,2015, 
is my proudest accomplish¬ 
ment." 

What happened Jan. 1 was 
what Barr called a "historic 
moment" in Maryland racing. 
On that day a 30-percent bo¬ 
nus (to owners) kicked in for 
Maryland-bred horses who 
finish first, second or third in 
all overnight races run in 
Maryland. As Barr considered 
what 2015 would bring, he 
called it an accomplishment 
worthy of a major celebration. 

"I've fought for this for 
most of the last four years," 
said Barr, vice president of the 
Maryland Horse Breeders As¬ 
sociation. "Maryland-breds 
will be more valuable [now]. 
This 30-percent bonus helps 
every facet of the industry. I'm 
proud as hell of that." 



Barr grew up in New Eng¬ 
land, where he became famil¬ 
iar with horse racing at Lin¬ 
coln Downs in Rhode Island, 
and with dairy cows while 
working on a farm. 

"I always liked horses and I 
couldn't figure how to make a 
good living with cows, so I 
went into horse training," he 
said. "I got my first training 
license when I was 24 or 25.1 
had just gotten married. My 
wife was in the industry, too... 
but we did eventually get di¬ 
vorced." 

From that marriage came 
two children and two grand¬ 
children, of which he can't say 
enough. 

"That's the family and I'm so 
very proud of them," Barr said. 


Barr's commitment to rac¬ 
ing and, specifically, to Mary¬ 
land racing, runs "long and 
deep," he said. From the mo¬ 
ment he got in the business 
after earning his associate de¬ 
gree in business administra¬ 
tion from Worcester (Mass.) 
Junior College, he believed 
that horsemen never got a 
square deal and that the horse¬ 
men themselves were part of 
S the reason why. He wanted to 
I give back to the industry. 

When he moved to Mary¬ 
land more than 30 years ago, 
those ideas didn't change. 
And, as he now operates a sta¬ 
ble of 18-20 horses at Laurel 
and runs a farm in New Mar¬ 
ket, near Frederick, he is just 
as involved and dedicated as 
ever to making the business 
better. 

"A lot of [trainers] don't 
want to get involved," he said. 
"When something goes wrong 
they're afraid to criticize and 
speak up. Horsemen should 
have more voice-especially in 
Maryland. 

"I'm getting ready to be 75 
and I still fight for the horse¬ 
men-the horsemen and 
breeders. Whatever I've tried 
to do, I believe in representing 









the majority, not the few. You 
help the small person and the 
big person will benefit, too." 

He points to the 30-percent 
bonus as a perfect example. 
With the bonus, the breeder 
and owner make more money 
and trainers and owners in 
other states with Mary- 
land-breds are more likely to 
bring their horses to race in 
Maryland, making fields big¬ 
ger and stronger. In doing so, 
Barr said, their connections 
also spend money in Mary¬ 
land. All of it helps track own¬ 
ership and purse funds. 

"The health of the industry 
in Maryland is the most im¬ 
portant thing," Barr said, add¬ 
ing he has seen much trouble in 
the industry in his "hundred 
years." The three New England 
tracks of his early training days 
are no more-Lincoln Downs, 
Rockingham Park and Suffolk 
Downs, which just recently 
closed its doors. 


"My nose is always out of 
joint and many times Pm stick¬ 
ing it where it doesn't belong," 
he said. "My reputation is as a 
goofy bastard who doesn't 
know what he's doing. But 
when I first joined the board, it 
seemed in disarray to me. The 
number of horses breeding in 
the state had dropped from 
2,000 to 300 or less. We were 
going out of business." 

It's not that way anymore, 
Barr said, and he pointed to a 
strengthened MHBA board 
that has vibrant members with 
knowledge gained from out¬ 
side industries that the racing 
industry can utilize, Richard 
Blue Jr. (real estate) and Larry 
Johnson (finance and account¬ 
ing) among them. 

Barr also credited Maryland 
Racing Commission chairman 
Bruce Quade and veterinarian 
and breeder Dr. Tom Bowman 
with helping with leadership 
skills. Both taught Barr to tone 
down his aggressive, "I want it 


now" style, and Quade, Barr 
said, made a statement when 
he came on the racing commis¬ 
sion that continues to resonate. 

"Bruce Quade said, 'I'm for 
Maryland Racing not racing in 
Maryland,'" Barr said. "That's 
a great statement. I agree with 
that. It's Maryland, my Mary¬ 
land." 

Barr sees Maryland as being 
in the midst of a three-step 
plan that can put the state at 
the top of the industry by 
keeping the money in the state. 

The first piece is the bonus 
for Maryland-breds; the next, 
a restricted race program; and, 
finally, keeping all the entities 
in the industry working to¬ 
gether toward what's best for 
the sport. 

"I want us to establish a re¬ 
stricted program," Barr said. 
"All the other slots states have 
them. I know where it will go 
and how to start it, not be¬ 
cause I'm smarter than anyone 


else, but because I've been do¬ 
ing it for 50 years... My exper¬ 
tise is my whole life." 

As the electric heater in his 
office warms the room, Barr 
heats up. He believes Mary¬ 
land's racing industry could 
be a national leader. 

Where once there was con¬ 
flict, he sees horsemen and 
breeders working together. 
Where promises were left to 
languish, he sees track owner¬ 
ship's eyes centered on Mary¬ 
land, bringing the prospect of 
refurbished and new facilities. 
And, he sees a racing commis¬ 
sion willing to listen to the rac¬ 
ing community and use an 
even-handed approach. 

"Why not?" he asked of 
the promising future. "We're 
making the commitment to do 
it. .. We've got good things to 
build on... Where it was very 
bleak two or three years ago, 
we can now see wishes of years 
ago coming to fruition." ^ 



Maryland-bred Stakes Winners 


Delaunay the first 
Maryland-bred 
to win 2015 stakes 

\^eteran campaigner De- 
launay battled through the 
stretch and got up to win his 
first start of the new year. Fair 
Grounds' Bonapaw Stakes, by 
a neck Jan. 3. The 18th victo¬ 
ry of his career increased his 
earnings to $1,094,291, mov¬ 
ing him past Dave's Friend 
on the all-time leading Mary- 
land-bred money winners. 

Delaunay was sent off the 
9-10 favorite in the Bonapaw, 
contested at BVi furlongs over 


a muddy track after the race 
came off the turf. He ran down 
frontrunner Heitai in the final 
strides to get the victory. 

"Delaunay rarely wins 
his races running somebody 
down at the end," said trainer 
Tom Amoss. "He likes to win 
his races in the first half-mile 
and we took him out of his 
game today. Heitai gave him 
all he wanted. It was a great 
horse race and someone had 
to lose and someone had to 
win-I feel fortunate that we 
got the win." 

Delaunay, 8, has won 11 
stakes, all since being claimed 



by Maggi Moss for $40,000 in 
May 2012 at Churchill Downs. 
Campaigned exclusively in 
stakes competition since June 
2012, he has finished in the 
top three in 15 of his 18 starts 
during that stretch. 

Awesome Flower 
kicks off year 
with stakes score 

.Awesome Flower be¬ 
came the first stakes winner 
of the year for the nation's 


leading owners of 2014, Ken 
and Sarah Ramsey, when she 
won the Wintergreen Stakes at 
Turfway Park Jan. 3. 

Sent off the 3-2 favorite in 
a field of 11 older fillies and 
mares. Awesome Flower was 
rated midpack by Didiel Os¬ 
orio before launching her bid 
around the far turn of the 
1-mile test. The 6-year-old 
mare opened up in the stretch 
and won by IVi lengths. 

The fifth stakes win of 
her career pushed her record 





to 9-5-5 from 28 starts, for 
earnings of $463,843. Bred 
by Tom and Chris Bowman, 
Milton Higgins III and Three 
Chimneys Farm, she was first 
campaigned in Maryland by 
Arnold and Sylvia Heft, who 
purchased her for $45,000 at 
the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
Eastern Fall Yearling sale from 
the consignment of Becky Da¬ 
vis. 

The Ramseys claimed Awe¬ 
some Flower at Gulfstream 
Park for $30,000 in the final 
start of her 3-year-old season. 
Trained by Mike Maker, the 
daughter of Flower Alley has 
since made 19 starts for the 
Ramseys, winning eight and 
earning more than $425,000. 
Last year she won or placed in 
five of seven starts, counting 


stakes wins in the Windward 
and Lady Canterbury and 
placings in the Grade 3 Arling¬ 
ton Matron and HBPA Stakes. 

Awesome Flower is one 
of five foals to race, all win¬ 
ners, for her dam Formalities 
Aside, a half-sister (by Awe¬ 
some Again) to Dubai World 
Cup-Gl winner Well Armed 
and graded stakes winner 
Witty. 

Kiss to Remember 
completes year 
with Pago Hop win 

ICiss to Remember 
launched her sophomore sea¬ 
son in 2014 with a stakes win 
at Fair Grounds, and conclud¬ 
ed it by taking Fair Grounds' 
$60,000 Pago Hop Dec. 27. 


The Maggi Moss-owned, Tom 
Amoss-trained daughter of 
Big Brown went off the over¬ 
whelming favorite in a field of 
eight and scored by 114 lengths 
in the 1-mile race rained off 
the turf. Her final time of 
1:40.29 was .06 faster than Rise 
Up's win in the Woodchopper 
Stakes for the boys two races 
earlier. 

The chestnut filly came 
into the race off five consec¬ 
utive seconds, four in stakes 
company, including the 
Grade 3 Charles Town Oaks. 
She boosted her earnings to 
$323,796, all but $23,110 com¬ 
ing at 3, and increased her 
mark to 12-4-5-1. 

Claimed by her current 
connections for $50,000 in De¬ 
cember 2013 at Fair Grounds, 
Kiss to Remember captured 


the Battle of New Orleans 
Stakes last February. Bred 
in Maryland by Charles and 
Cynthia McGinnes and Big 
Brown Syndicate, Kiss to Re¬ 
member is the third stakes 
winner from the stakes-win- 
ning Irish Open mare Taft 
Lil Queen, following El Vien- 
to, an El Corredor colt who 
was the champion imported 
2-year-old colt in Puerto Rico, 
as well as co-champion Mary- 
land-bred 2-year-old male, 
in 2005, and For Royalty, a 
$250,000 Fasig-Tipton Sara¬ 
toga Selected yearling who 
was a stakes winner at 2 when 
capturing the Mountaineer 
Juvenile Fillies in 2009. 

All eight of Taft Lil Queen's 
foals of racing age are win¬ 
ners, including stakes-placed 
$203,805-eamer The Prince. ^

— Notes from the President — 

Never alone in the big bank barn

The bells on the hound 
dog shook as she explored 
the scents on the hayloft 
floor of the old bank barn. 
The ringing mingled with the 
ambient sounds of the barn, 
rain bouncing down from 
high rooftops, falling from 
downspouts onto fieldstone 
foundations, the voices of 
the carpenter and his helper 
down low on the first level as 
they addressed repairs to the 
graceful structure, the moans 
of mortise-and-tenon beams 
echoing the hammer taps of 
the workmen, the sounds of a 
centuries-old bam on a thaw¬ 
ing midwinter Monday. 

The mares are coming 
soon. 

I stood in the cavernous 
hayloft, the dog in the straw 
following the scent of feral 
cats, and I imagined the long 
line of farmers who once tend¬ 
ed livestock, primarily cattle, 
but who evolved into horse 
breeders, or sold their farms 
to arriving Long Island horse¬ 
men. New York shuttered its 


tracks in the first decade of the 
1900s, as racing proliferated 
in Maryland: mile tracks at 
Pimlico, Laurel, Bowie, Havre 
de Grace, joined by a quintet 
of half-milers at fair meets in 
Cumberland, Bel Air, Hagers¬ 
town, Marlboro and Timo- 
nium. 

Horsemen fit stalls into the 
great old barns engineered 
by German or Dutch build¬ 
ers, the prosperous Piedmont 
area rolling in resources: 
grasslands for hay, abundant 
spring water for livestock, 
first-cutting timber for build¬ 
ing. More than other regions, 
the availability of slate for 
roofs ensured a long reign for 
the impressive buildings; slate 
or wood shakes both in abun¬ 
dance. I considered the car¬ 
penter's cautionary tale "no 
roof, no barn" to be as instruc¬ 
tive as the horseman's saying 
"no foot, no horse." 

The day before, a quiet 
Sunday, I had stood in the 
same spot, feeling the sun fall¬ 
ing out of the rafter's south¬ 


ern-facing windows, spears 
of light sharp as the wooden 
hay forks suspended on pegs 
a century past. Cold meant 
nothing to wood, to stone. I 
could feel winter just passing 
through the bam on the way 
to another spring, but each 
season has its magic, and the 
magic of winter is its slanting 
white light, banking down 
a three-story cathedral of 
hand-hewn beams, a soaring 
relic of agrarian architecture. 
The light revealed the hand 
of the first carpenters, where 
they swung the axe, where 
they chiseled the wood with 
the curved adze; and too the 
masons' hard labor, mortared 
joints pointed in distinct tool- 
work, lintels and sills arched 
in red brick. 

The geometry of the build¬ 
ing called out, repeatedly, the 
rigid triangle: beam to truss 
to rafter, each bent, each as¬ 
sembly of post-and-beam, sta¬ 
bilized by diagonal bracing, 
holes mortised into chestnut, 
or oak, or poplar, milled on the 


farm, the ends of the timbers 
carved into projectile tenons 
that inserted into slit open¬ 
ings, pegs drilled so that no 
wind could tear asunder. Car¬ 
penters will attest that even 
so formidable an opponent 
as fire might meet its match 
on the thickest of barn beams, 
hard as bone, sometimes after¬ 
ward seen standing skinned 
and smoking, inviting the un¬ 
daunted to rebuild. 

Then up from the parti¬ 
tions of stalls and halls on the 
first floor rose the memory of 
men and women who had giv¬ 
en the primes of their lives to 
the horses in this barn. Voices 
of veterinarians: Gibby Gadd, 
Bill, Tom, Peyton, Russ. Voices 
of sisters and brothers. Voices 
of blacksmiths and grooms. 
The clink of the nightwatch- 
man's key in the metal moni¬ 
toring box. 

The barn was built for 
throwing material down, not 
up, and I heard the rumble of 
the wagons on the random- 
width floorboards, and then 
the bouncing down onto 
the lower level of hay bales 
thrown from two stories up, 
sometimes three, hay dust 
settling thick as snow on man 
and barn alike. 

Then the calls of the horses 
came up from the lower sto¬ 
ries. Mares descended from 
taproot families, some des¬ 
tined for fame, most mere 
names connected to fame. Into 
my mind appeared a black 
foal, out of a gray mare. A 
photo taken decades ago, in a 
barn vast enough to have a 
room referred to as "the lob- 
by." 

Above me in the photo 
spanned a gridwork of rafters, 
since covered over, boxed-in 
with plywood, a mismatch 
makeover from another era. 
I would ask the carpenters to 
uncover those beams, those 
trusses, those headers. 

The mares are coming 
back. Let's get this lobby look¬ 
ing like it used to, in the good 
old days. That's the foal of a 
champion in that photo. Let's 
get back to those days. 

The hound dog made one 
last sweep of scents, and the 
details of the day pressed my 
mind in earnest. ^

Disco Rico, Maryland- 
bred champion 3-year-old 
male of 2000 and champion 
sprinter in 2001, was humane¬ 
ly destroyed due to complica¬ 
tions from laminitis Dec. 18 at 
Keane Stud in New York. The 
son of Citidancer was 17. 

Disco Rico was the last 
stakes winner bred by leading 
Maryland breeder C. Oliver 
Goldsmith, and was pur¬ 
chased as a young foal by Ron 
and Carolyn Green of Green 
Willow Farms in Westminster. 
The Greens sold the bay as a 
yearling for $45,000 at the 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic East¬ 
ern Fall Yearling sale, and pin- 
hooked at the OBS March 
2-year-old sale, he was pur¬ 
chased by Alfred DiRico for 
$82,000. 

Based his entire career in 
Maryland with trainer Lori 
Testerman for Alfred DiRico 
and his son Joe DiRico, Disco 
Rico won or placed in 15 of his 
17 starts and earned $532,244 
over three seasons. Seven of 
his nine wins came in stakes, 
topped by the Maryland 
Breeders' Cup Handicap-G3 
on Preakness Day 2001, and 
the Jersey Shore Breeders' 
Cup Stakes-G3 at Monmouth, 
the latter while leading the 
field through an opening 


quarter of :21.27 and a half in 
:43.57, and finishing 6 furlongs 
in 1:09.05. One of the nation's 
fastest horses out of the gate, 
he led at first call in each start. 

He won the final start of his 
career. Laurel Park's Lite the 
Fuse Stakes in October 2001, 
and exited with a condylar 
fracture of his left foreleg 
which forced his retirement. 

Disco Rico stood his first six 
seasons at Murmur Farm in 
Darlington, Md., before head¬ 
ing to Keane Stud. During 
those Maryland years, he sired 
eight of his 11 stakes winners, 
including $545,658-earner At 
the Disco, $536,075-earner La 
Chica Rica and $496,840-earn- 
er Pure Disco, the latter two 
from his first crop. 

Out of the stakes-placed 
Apalachee mare Round It Off, 
Disco Rico was a half-brother 
to the dam of graded stakes 
winners Vyjack and Tepin. His 
second dam, stakes winner 
Capp It Off, also produced 
graded stakes winner Miss 
Slewpy from three foals. His 
third dam, stakes winner Turn 
Capp, was Maryland Brood¬ 
mare of the Year in 1997 and 
produced five stakes horses as 
well as being third dam of 
Eclipse champion sprinter 
Smoke Glacken. ^ 









MHIB awards grants 
to promote industry 

The Maryland Horse Industry Board (MHIB), a program 
within the Maryland Department of Agriculture, awarded 
$30,000 in grants for 2015 to 26 organizations that represent a 
cross section of equine groups and disciplines from various 
geographic areas of the state. The committee of five MHIB 
members selected projects from 47 applications. 

Funding for the grants and MHIB is provided by the 
Maryland Feed Fund, which collects $6 on every ton of horse 
feed sold in Maryland. Since the fund was established in 
2002, MHIB has awarded more than $350,000 in grants to 
more than 275 projects. Organizations receiving funding this 
year ranged from Fair Hill International 3-Day Event to a trail 
riding group. The League of Maryland Horsemen, which 
clears and maintains riding trails for hundreds of users.

N ew Farm’s Rainbow Heir, a winner of three 
of his five starts last year, has been named 
the New Jersey Department of Agriculture’s 
New Jersey-bred Thoroughbred of the Year for 2014. 

Rainbow Heir started his 4-year-old season 
finishing off the board in the John J. Reilly 
Handicap, then went on a tear, winning his next 
three races, all at Monmouth Park, by a combined 
17% lengths. Trained by Ben Perkins Jr., Rainbow 
Heir started his winning streak in a $55,000 non¬ 
winners of two allowance defeating a group of nine 
Newjersey-breds. The son of Wildcat Heir captured 
his next start over a quality field in the Teddy Drone 
Stakes on Haskell Day, worth $ 130,000 with the New 
Jersey Bred Enhancement. His connections won the 
same race with his sire in 2005. 

Rainbow Heir capped off his three-race win streak 
in the $60,000 New Jersey Breeders Handicap on 
the New Jersey Thoroughbred Festival Day card, 
demolishing the field by 12% lengths. The handsome 
chestnut finished his 2014 campaign with a fifth- 
place finish in the $200,000 Phoenix Stakes-G3 
at Keeneland, losing to eventual Breeders’ Cup 
Sprint-Gl winner Work All Week. 


Bred in New Jersey by his owner out of the stakes- 
placed Prospectors Gamble mare Rainbow Pride, 
Rainbow Heir finished the year with $ 147,750 in 
earnings. He has won seven of 12 career starts and 
has a career bankroll of $321,210.

Sylmar Farm 
still breeding to win

For the last 38 years Ronnie and Betsy 
Houghton have worked side by side on their 300- 
acre Sylmar Farm in southeastern Pennsylvania. 
Surrounded by family members who all work on 
or for the farm, the Houghtons breed, foal, raise 
and race their own and clients’ Thoroughbreds. 
Fan favorites like homebreds Whistle Pig, Banjo 
Picker and Turbo Speed contributed to Sylmar’s 
four consecutive Leading PA Breeder Recipient 
titles from 2008 through 2011. 

Betsy and Ronnie were Pony Clubbers 
together before he went off to college at Penn 
State. After Ronnie graduated they trained horses 
together during winters in Camden and travelled 
to racetracks the rest of the year. In 1970 they 
purchased their first farm on Sylmar Road in 
Rising Sun, Md. 

It wasn't long before their breeding and 
training operation outgrew the boundaries of the 
Maryland property and by 1976 the Houghtons 
moved to Christiana and opened Sylmar Farm on 
300 acres of rolling hills, fields and woods. 

“We built all the barns and the training 
track,” said Betsy, who after over 50 years breed¬ 
ing and racing Thoroughbreds demonstrates a 
remarkable memory for the details of many of the 
hundreds of horses born and raised at the farm. 
“My son Bernie, who is based at Penn National, 
trains all of the horses. We have a great system 
since our five-eighth-mile farm track has a start¬ 
ing gate and we can switch the horses back and 
forth from the track all the time. Turf gallops, six 
barns, two Eurocizers-we have a lot of options 
with the horses.” 

While Betsy spends her time in the training 
barn and in the office, Ronnie manages all of 
the outside work which according to Betsy is her 
reason the farm always looks so good. 

“We built our whole operation up from noth¬ 
ing,” she said. “This farm is our life. We don’t play 
golf and we have no hobbies-our kids actually 
had to send us on vacation since we really don’t 
go anywhere. They are ail here and now our 11 


grandchildren are too. More and more our family 
is taking over the farm as Ronnie and I get older.” 

The children are Bernie, Robin, Michael 
and Wendy who live at Sylmar or nearby. Robin 
works in the office while Michael owns a fleet of 
eight trucks in his Houghton Trucking Company. 
He supplies all the hay and straw for area farms 
including Sylmar. 

Wendy Kinnamon and her husband, Travis, 
own Breakaway Farm just down the road and care 
for the Sylmar overflow of turnouts and layups. 

Just as much a part of the Houghton family 
is Kim Eshleman, who since a teenager has been 
working for the Houghtons for nearly 38 years. 

“Kim and her husband have their own little 
farm and we have her horses in training,” said 
Betsy. “Kim has done every job on this farm at one 
time or another. She mainly runs the barns where 
the yearlings are being broke to ride and she was 
the first one to put tack on Princess of Sylmar.” 

Annually among the leading breeders in 
Pennsylvania, the Houghtons can proudly share 
in the notoriety of two stakes winners, neither 
one a homebred but both just as familiar to the 
Houghtons as if they were. 

King of Prussia Stable's Princess of Sylmar 
was raised and began training at Sylmar before 
moving on to trainer Todd Pletcher. PJG Stable’s 
Favorite Tale was bred by Paul Conaway and be¬ 
gan training at Sylmar before moving to the track 
with trainer Guadalupe Preciado. 

In 2013, Princess of Sylmar scored four con¬ 
secutive Grade 1 wins in her 3-year-old campaign 
including the Kentucky Oaks, Coaching Club 
American Oaks, Alabama Stakes and Beldame 
Invitational Stakes. Her prowess against her age 
group and older fillies and mares earned her a 
trip to California and a start in the Breeders’ Cup 
at Santa Anita. Although unplaced in the Distaff, 
she finished the year with over $1.6 million in 
earnings. 

Favorite Tale is a 2011 son of Tale of the Cat 
who won his first three starts at Parx at 3. Precia-

do then spotted him against stakes company in 
New York but returned to Parx on PA Derby Day 
for an impressive win in the Grade 3 $300,000 
Gaiiant Bob Stakes. 

Like so many of the Houghton’s ciients, 

Ed Stanco, managing partner of King of Prussia 
Stabies, and Conaway reguiariy visited their 
horses at the farm. Stanco, who was at Syimar 
the day “Princess” was foaied, couid often be 
seen in the fieid surrounded by 20 yearlings. 

It is no coincidence that the talented filly 
shares a name with the Houghtons’ operation. 

“I love going to Sylmar to visit my horses,” 
said Stanco. “But I don’t like trying to think of 
names for them. So Betsy, Ronnie and I got 
together and named her for the farm.” 

“We will never have another one like her 
in our lives,” said Betsy. “It was a great ride. We 
had her dam. Storm Dixie, here for seven years, 
and I still look out the window to the field where 
she was turned out. Ed Stanco got us so much 
recognition.” 

Betsy and Ronnie followed with great 
interest the purchase of their former charge 
when Princess of Sylmar sold for $3.1 million 
as a broodmare prospect to Japanese interests 


in Fasig Tipton’s Select Fall Mixed Sale last 
November and her dam was purchased by agent 
Olin Gentry for $1.9 million in foal toTapit. 

Like many reputable breeders and owners 
the Houghtons try hard to rehome their retirees. 
Betsy’s favorite horse, a 2004 stakes-placed son 
of Patton named Saco River, retired at the age 8 
and Betsy found him a home as a riding horse 
with a good friend. 

“You can’t take all of them back or you’d 
go out of business,” she said. “But we do try 
hard to find safe homes for them all. We have 
4-H groups and Pony Clubs close by and a lot 
of contacts and young girls who love to ride. 

We get pictures of them all the time with show 
ribbons and we Just love to hear about their new 
lives.” 

Whistle Pig, PA-Bred Champion Older Male 
in 2008, is 11 years old and is back home at the 
farm lording over a field of 30 broodmares. His 
trainer and then owner Andy Carter had asked 
the Houghtons to take him upon his retirement 
four years ago and have offered to help finan¬ 
cially if ever needed. 

“We lost both Whistle Pig and Banjo 
Picker when they were claimed from us, but 


without spending another penny we picked up 
$240,000 in breeders awards from Whistle Pig 
alone,” said Betsy. 

“And we loved Banjo Picker. We had been 
given the mare Sean’s Gold for free but at one 
point she set the record for having 20 claims 
in for her at The Meadowlands,” Betsy said. 
“Banjo made most of his purse money and won 
multiple stakes races for Danny Limongelli after 
he claimed him but the breeders awards those 
years were also very good to us.” 

Banjo, now 15, is retired at War Horses at 
Rose Bower in Virginia. 

After over 50 years breeding and racing 
the Houghtons still feel the thrill of a talented 
young homebred. Cautious in their optimism 
both Betsy and her son Bernie look forward to 
their Tazewell County’s 3-year-old campaign. A 
17-hand son of Jump Start out of the Mali¬ 
bu Moon mare Prairie Heat, the colt is still a 
maiden, and finished fifth in the Pennsylvania 
Nursery Stakes in his second start. 

“He ran a little green in the stake,” said 
Betsy. “But he was just beat in his maiden race 
a month before. We are really hoping that he 
will prove that Prairie Heat is a good mare.”

take the truly devoted sports fan to 
realize Norman sent horses to the 
post in back-to-back editions of the 
Kentucky Derby (1958-59). 

With a law degree from West 
Virginia University and a background 
in economics Jim Milier brings a 
unique perspective to the ongoing 
contract negotiations between 
the horsemen and Penn National 
Gaming. According to Miiier/'l have 
sat in boardrooms of muitimillion- 
dollar corporations woridwide with 
far less issues to decipher than the 
ones we have been set to task." 

However, there is a certain sense 
of optimism in his voice when 
addressing the topics that are still to 
be resolved. 

Like many of his business 
enterprises Jim is highiy diversified, 
especially when it comes to his 
selection of trainers. Jeff Bonde holds 
the fort down in California, Wayne 
Catalano is the Midwest guru, while 
conditioners Jeff Runco and Keturah 
Obed-Letts keep the home fires 
burning in West Virginia. 

Miller has designated Ronnie Wilt 
as his present farm manager. They 
appear to be a great match as both 
men possess an unparalleled love of 
horses. 

Miller jested, "Racing is fun, only 
breeding is the safer part of this 
industry. Don't get me wrong, I am 
passionate about racing, but more 
so to prove the value of the mare." 

In 2013 Miller was fortunate to 
boast the first stakes winner that he 
bred and owned, Henny's Princess. 
After a maiden speciai weight win 
in August, the daughter of Henny 
Hughes out of Stolen Heart, by Ecton 
Park, went on to a second place 


effort in the $50,000 Rachel's Turn 
Stakes and immediately followed 
that trip up with a win in the coveted 
West Virginia Tripie Crown Nutrition 
Breeders Ciassic Stakes. The muscular 
chestnut rounded out her juvenile 
campaign with fourth piace finishes 
in the Smart Haio and Gin Talking 
Stakes at Laurei Park bookending an 
allowance score at Charles Town. 

It appears that Miller has a way 
with the ladies. Last year, for the 
second year in a row, he unleashed 
a powerful entity on the 2-year-old 
filly division. 

After a third-piace debut at 
Arlington Park this past September, 
homebred Harian's Destiny was a 
terror on her iocai competition.The 
modest-buiit daughter of Harlan's 
Holiday out of Mantekilla, by Lemon 
Drop Kid, captured the Rachel's Turn, 
West Virginia Tripie Crown Nutrition 
Breeders Ciassic and Eieanor Casey 
Memorial Stakes in seemingly 
effortless fashion. For the year she 
won four of five starts and earned 
$123,500. A win over stiff allowance 
company at prestigious Churchill 
Downs in November, going a flat 
mile, has the team of Miller and 
Catalano dreaming big. 

Miller emphasized,"! think 
Harlan's Destiny exhibits the traits 
of a superior individuai, namely she 
only runs as fast as she needs to 
for success. Wayne and myself are 
anticipating an intriguing crusade 
with a possibie gambie on the 
Grade 1 Kentucky Oaks." 

Lofty expectations for a West 
Virginia-bred? 

Lets not forget this year's $1 million 
race and one of it's participants, 
Aurelia's Beiie. in the program it 


distinctly read, owner—James F. 

Miller. 

Though the much heralded 
filly Untapable and jockey Rosie 
Napravnik stole the show that day, it 
still is an honor to compete in a race 
of such magnitude. 

Aurelia's Beiie was purchased by 
Miller for $170,000 at the Keeneland 
September yearling sale in 2012. The 
daughter of Lemon Drop Kid out of 
the Danzig mare Aurelia suits Jim's 
breeding profiie... breed to keep, 
especially if the mare has pedigree. 
Under Wayne Cataiano's tutelage 
the fiery charge scored Grade 3 
wins in Turfway Park's Bourbonette 
Oaks, Churchiii Downs' Regret Stakes, 
and the Ariington Oaks. 

Miller has over 50 horses and 
continues to support the West 
Virginia program. He still keeps some 
of his mares with Harold Shotwell at 
his Jefferson County estate. 

"When it comes to the art of 
breeding and auction purchases I 
generally address all of my pertinent 
questions to Headiey Bell at Mill 
Ridge Farm in Kentucky."

The National Steeplechase Association’s 
Promotion and Growth Task Force will stage 
its first annual Owner Symposium and Mar¬ 
ketplace Auction at Shawan Downs in Hunt 
Valley, Md., on April 11 and 12. 

“We are very excited about the Symposium 
and Marketplace Auction as well as the many 
benefits that it will provide to current owners 
and those who may want to become a jump¬ 
racing horse owner,” said Task Force Chair 
Bill Price. “This unique event is at the core 
of the Task Force’s mission to maintain our 
ownership base and to encourage new owners 
to become part of an exciting sport.” 

Price said he expected wide participation 
from the sport’s owners. A recent Promotion 
and Growth survey of current owners found 
more than 80% support for some combination 
of the Symposium and Marketplace Auction. 
He encouraged all owners to bring along a 
potential owner as a guest. 

Charles C. Fenwick Jr., a task force member 
and Shawan’s race chairman, heads the com¬ 
mittee putting together the Symposium and 
Marketplace Auction.

Lonesome Glory Handicap (Gr. 1), and the Grand

Divine Fortune, who headed the 2013 Theo¬ 
retical with a 156-pound rating, bookended his 
season with Grade 1 victories in the Calvin 
Houghland Iroquois and the Marion duPont Scott 
Colonial Cup.

Looking Back 


75years ago 

B Humphrey S. Finney field secretary for 
the Maryland Horse Breeders Association 
and Maryland Horse editor, was called upon 
to speak at the annual convention of the 
National Association of State Racing 
Commissioners on his suggestions for the 
betterment of racing: that the registration 
certificate foUow a claimed horse, and 
branding horses with their registration 
certificate's number as a means of 
identifiying Thoroughbreds. The latter 
idea brought up ‘‘considerable discussion" 
and Finney was asked by George H. 
Foster, chairman of the Committee on 
Identification to “work up a questionnaire 
whereby the opinion of horsemen 
generally could be ascertained." 

It took seven yearsfor the hoard of directors 
of the Thoroughbred Racing Associations of the 
United States to unanimously approve lip tattoo¬ 
ing as a method to identify racehorses, a system 
that ms also approved and recommended by The 


Jockey Club. Developed by the US. Army, the 
tattoos were applied using specifically designed 
tattooing dies, and were expected to be the final 
answer in protecting the sport against horse substi¬ 
tutions, or Angerd ." The TEA requirement was 
that each horse be tattooed before it could race at 
a TEA track effective April 1, 1948. 

B WiUis Sharpe Kilmer, “master of Court 
Manor and RemHk Hall in Virginia and 
Sun Briar Court in Binghampton, N.Y.," 
was the leading breeder in America in 
1939 (by number of wins), based on 
figures compiled by Daily Racing Form. 
Another Virginian, B.B. Jones, was 
second, outfinishing Arthur B. Hancock 
in third. Hancock led Kilmer by money 
won; rounding out the top-five were 
H.P. and C.V Whitney, E.R. Bradley and 
William L. Brann. 

B The golden jubilee running of the 
Preakness Stakes had a record 139 3-yeat- 
olds nominated, led by Col. E.R. Bradley's 
Bimelech, the shortest-priced early 
favorite in history. 


“Although the Preakness was first run 
in 1873, 67 years ago, there was a lapse of 
several years when there was no racing at 
the old Pimlico Race Course, and thus the 
1940 renewal marks the golden jubilee. . ." 

As an owner, Bradley had twice won 
the classic before, in 1917 with Kali tan 
and with homebred Burgoo King in 1932. 
Bimelech would target the race having a 
win over the track, having taken the previ¬ 
ous fall's Pimlico Futurity. 

Over the years, 'Hosf Preaknesses were found 
and included in the race's history, so today the 
1940 running is considered the 65th, not 50th. 

B Finney's travels late in 1939 included a 
visit with A.J. Joyner at Erdenheim Farm 
in Philadelphia, Pa. “Found Mr. Joyner in 
fine health and sanguine of success for 
his good horse Eight Thirty the coming 
year. We saw the horse after breakfast this 
morning and he certainly is wintering in 
excellent fashion. . ."

50years ago 

B An update on Jay Trump, accompanied 
by photographs, was submitted to Peter 
Winants by Dorothy Laird from England 
as the Maryland-bred gelding prepared for 
the Grand National at Aintree. Sent across 
the pond the summer before. Jay Trump 
was in training at Fred Winter's stable in 
Lambourn. The gelding's regular rider, 
Crompton “Tommy" Smith, went abroad 
to help him prepare, and told Laird “I 
don't like the cold and damp and neither 
does my horse." 

Winants was traveling to England the 
next month to cover Jay Trump's attempt 
to win the world's greatest steeplechase. 

B The leading breeder in Maryland, 
based on Maryland Fund breeder and 
stallion awards in 1964, was Woodlawn 
Farm, owned by Mr. and Mrs. C. Oliver 
Goldsmith and Mr. and Mrs. Richard B. 
Edgar. A history of Woodlawn, and its 
late owners Walter “Jack" Edgar and his 
wife Margaret, was revisited. 

A number of the Woodlawn breds 
earning bonuses descended from genera¬ 
tions of horses bred by Jack Edgar, who 
died in 1955, including 1964 multiple 
stakes-winning 2-year-old filly Jackie Dare, 


a daughter of Woodlawn-bred stallion 
Prince Dare. 

During the previous summer, the 
majority of the 375 acres that made up 
Woodlawn Farm was sold to the James 
Rouse corporation, which would use 
the property for the construction of the 
model city “Columbia." 

Jean Goldsmith, the Edgars' daughter, and 
her husband also sold their farm. Thunder Hill, 
to the Rouse corporation that year and moved to 
nearby Glenwood. They named their new farm 
Longwood. 

B Mr. and Mrs. B. Frank Christmas' 
homebred stakes winner Towson, 
considered to be one of the best 
Maryland-bred runners of 1962, was 
retired to stud following a training injury. 

It was noted that the 7-year-old son of 
Cornwall out of Saracen Miss, by Pilate, 
“offers Maryland breeders one of the 
strongest bottom hnes in the East." 

B The first Maryland foal of 1965 
reported to the Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association was Anderson Fowler's filly by 
*Amerigo out of Reindeer, by Polynesian, 
foaled on Jan. 16 at Senator and Mrs. 
Daniel B. Brewster's Worthington Farm. 

The filly was named First Noel, and became 
a multiple stakes winner in New Jersey for her 
breeder in 1968. 
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25years ago 

B Three regional-bred fillies-Safely 
Kept, Go for Wand and Open Mind- 
earned Eclipse Awards for their 
campaigns of 1989. 

Maryland-bred Safely Kept became 
only the second 3-year-old fiUy to be 
named champion sprinter (the first was 
Gold Beauty in 1982). Pennsylvania-bred 


10years ago 

B Maryland StaUion Station officially 
opened its doors for the 2005 breeding 
season. The new stallion operation, 100 
acres on a hillside overlooking famed 
Sagamore Farm in Maryland’s Worthing¬ 
ton Valley, was the dream of founder 
Don Iit 2 , and created with the help of 27 
investors, including Lane’s End Farm and 
co-founders Herb May and David DiPie- 
tro. The staUion barn was modeled after 
facihties at Wiliam S. and Sarah Parish’s 
Lane’s End, and three of the five stallions 
on the roster had strong ties to the iconic 
Kenmcky farm—Rock Slide, a stakes-win- 
ning full brother to Parish’s Horse of the 
Year Mineshaft, Ja 22 Club and Outflanker. 
Also standing were millionaire Bowman’s 
Band, in his first year, and graded winner 
Seeking Daylight. 

B Maryland trainer Tom Voss proved 
once again that jump racing could serve as 
a valuable education when he sent 4-year- 
old Dreadnaught out to win two Grade 
2 handicaps—Aqueduct’s Red Smith in 
November and Calder’s WL. McKnight 
in December—after starting the year as a 
steeplechaser. ‘‘[Jump racing] helped him 


Go for Wand was the overwhelming 
choice as the country’s top 2-year-old filly, 
and New Jersey-bred Open Mind earned 
her second divisional title when named 
champion 3-year-old filly. 

AH three were conceived in Maryland, 
as Go for Wand and Open Mind were 
daughters of former Windfields Farm sire 
Deputy Minister, and Safely Kept was by 
Thornmar stallion Horatius. 

Another Eclipse Award winner with 
Mid-Atlantic connections was appren¬ 
tice jockey Mike Lu 22 i. A native of 
Wilmington, Del., and grandson of trainer 
Virgil “Buddy” Raines, Lu 22 i was based in 
Maryland after getting his early education 
with Bowie-based trainer Eddie Gaudet. 

And perennial leading steeplechase 
trainer, Pennsylvania-based Jonathan 
Sheppard, sent out champion jumper 
Highland Bud. 

B The Pimlico Special was elevated to 
Grade 1 status by the North American 
Graded Stakes Committee for its third 
modern-day running. The announcement 
came soon after Pimlico disclosed plans 
to raise the race’s purse to $1 million, 
making it the richest race in Maryland. 

The Special had been revived in 1988 
after a 30-year hiatus, and won that year 
by classic winner Bet Twice. 


B Three of the top four stallions on the 
1989 leading Mid-Atlantic sires fist were 
bred in Maryland by Jim Ryan’s Ryehill 
Farm. Northview Stallion Station’s 
Smarten sat atop the list, with Virginia- 
based Quadratic, who stood at Rockburn 
Farm, in second. The two were half- 
brothers, out of the *Quibu mare 
Smartaire. 

Ranking fourth was Belmont 
Stakes-Gl winner Caveat, whose first 
three crops yielded eight stakes winners, 
including graded winner Cefis. Caveat also 
stood at Northview. 

B There were no surprises among the 
Maryland-bred champions, as Safely Kept 
was named Horse of the Year and 
champion 3-year-old filly. Other 
unanimous choices were older mare 
Thirty Eight Go Go, turf horse Ten Keys 
and jumper Call Louis. Another champion 
selected was 3-year-old male Houston. 
While he couldn’t quite live up to the 
hype, the son of Seattle Slew and 
champion Smart Angle (a fuU-sister to 
Quadratic and half-sister to Smarten) won 
three graded stakes his championship 
season. Interestingly, Houston was born 
on the same day, April 7, as Safely Kept.

because he was big and not very athletic,” 
said Voss. “Jumping is sort of like taking 
dancing lessons. It got him confidence, 
and he’s been a good horse ever since.” 

B Dixie Talking, the first foal of 
Maryland-bred Horse of the Year Gin 
Talking, became a stakes winner when 
capturing the Maryland Juvenile Filly 
Championship, a race her mother won 
five years earlier. 

Undefeated in two starts at 2^ both in 
December, Dixie Talking won for the third 
time in her fourth and final start in the Grade 3 
Cicada Stakes at Aqueduct in March and retired 
as a broodmare. Four of her six foals are win¬ 


ners, including Illinois Derby-G3 victor Done 
Talking, and 2014 stakes-winningjuvenilefilly 
Dixie Twist. 

B Year-end leaders on the Maryland rac¬ 
ing circuit for 2004 were owner Michael 
GiU, who also topped the national stand¬ 
ings and was a finalist for the Eclipse 
Award; Dale Capuano, the state’s leading 
trainer for the seventh time in the past 
eight years; and Ryan Fogelsonger, the 
2002 Eclipse Award-winning apprentice 
rider, who held off Ramon Domingue 2 . 
The latter topped the nation by win per¬ 
centage (28.3 percent) and was second 
nationally by victories, with 383.

Gathering Sap (c. 1945). Horses went to work in the fields of Garrett County 
as maple sugaring began. The season traditionally started in February and 
lasted until late March or early April. The process involved driving three-inch 
spiles into the trees, allowing the ''maple water’’ to flow into keelers (four- 
gallon buckets). Tank carts like those in the photo collected the sweet liquid 
and took it to a camp, where it was boiled down to syrup and sugar. An average 
tree yielded 40-50 gallons of sap, and some groves were as large as 90 acres.
